Chr  tiie  2eth  of  January  1857,  the  Master  of  the  Eolls 
safamitted  to  the  Treasuiy  a  proposal  for  the  puhlicatioii 
of  materials  for  the  History  of  this  Country  £roni  the 
InTaBion  of  the  Bomans  to  the  Beign  of  Heniy  YIH. 

The  Master  of  the  BoUs  suggested  that  these  materials 
should  he  selected  for  puhlication  under  competent 
editors  without  reference  to  periodical  or  chronological 
arrangement,  without  mutilation  or  ahridgment,  prefer- 
enoe  beiog  given,  in  the  first  instance,  to  such  materials 
as  were  most  scarce  and  valuahle. 

He  proposed  that  each  chronicle  or  historical  docu- 
ment  to  he  edited  should  be  treated  in  the  same  way  as 
if  the  editor  were  engaged  on  an  Editio  Princeps ;  and 
for  this  pnrpose  the  most  correct  text  should  he  formed 
from  an  accurate  collation  of  the  best  MSS. 

To  render  the  work  more  genCTally  useful,  the  Master 
of  the  Bolls  suggested  that  the  e^tor  should  give  an 
aoeount  of  the  MSS.  employed  by  him,  of  their  age  and 
their  peculiarities ;  that  he  should  add  to  the  work  a 
brief  account  of  the  life  and  times  of  the  author,  and  any 
remaiks  necessary  to  explain  the  chronology;  but  no 
other  note  or  comment  was  to  be  allowed,  except  what 
might  be  necessary  to  establish  the  oorrectness  of  the 
text. 
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The  works  to  be  published  in  octavo,  separately,  as 
they  were  finished ;  the  whole  responsibility  of  the  task 
resting  upon  the  editors,  who  were  to  be  chosen  by  the 
Master  of  the  RoUs  with  the  sanction  of  the  Treasury. 

The  Lords  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  after  a  carefol 
consideration  of  the  subject,  expressed  their  opinion  in  a 
Treasury  Minute,  dated  rebruary  9, 1857,  that  the  plan 
recommended  by  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  "was  well 
ealculated  for  the  acconxplishment  of  this  important 
national  object,  in  an  eflfectual  and  satisfactory  manner, 
within  a  reasonable  time,  and  provided  proper  attention 
be  paid  to  economy,  in  making  the  detaUed  arrangc- 
ments,  without  unnecessary  expense." 

They  expressed  their  approbation  of  the  proposal  that 
each  chronicle  and  historical  document  should  be  edited 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  represent  with  all  possible  cor- 
rectness  the  text  of  each  writer,  derivfed  from  a  collation 
of  the  best  M83.,  and  that  no  notes  should  be  added, 
except  such  as  were  iUustrative  of  the  various  readings. 
They  suggested,  however,  that  the  prefece  to  each  work 
should  contain,  in  addition  to  the  particulars  proposed 
by  the  Master  of  the  EoUs,  a  biographical  account  of 
the  author,  so  far  as  authentic  materials  existed  for  that 
purpose,  and  an  estimate  of  his  historical  credibiUty  and  • 
value.

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TflAT  '^iiT  ancieiit  moiiafiteries,  whofse  hr<ftary  in  all  the 
mhmtist  of  detail,  whicfa  thoi^  imkDOWD  to,  or  scansdy 
heeded  bjr  tr«e  writeis  of  the  pafit  generatioii.  is  now  fdUy 
piaeed  at  oor  disposal  throagh  the  weil-dinected  effotts  of 
iDoderDi  re^Karefa,  did  in  their  day  exercise  a  var?t  and 
powerfnl  inflnence  orer  the  pe»>ple  of  thi^  lanA  both  in 
a  r&Hgiockk,  as  well  aa  in  a  p^ Jitical  and  «^yjial  pcMnt  of 
riew,  is  a  prrrTioeition  to  which  few  persons  will  refiase 
tbeir  2a^t^^  HoweTer  much  these  institations  may  be 
mMOitai  Xf>  the  spirit  of  the  age  ^tf>  a«e  a  familiar  bnt 
feittjTieiiuIy  misapplied  expre?«ion;  there  can  be  no  donbt 
ihat  in  their  day  they  were  <n  in^srtimable  advantage  to 
tfae  lrjcaii*ie>  where  chanoe  l.Ad  p!aced  them  We  are 
accast^rsied  at  the  present  time  to  boast  of  oor  numeroos 
tTjaitAile  in»titat£oiis,  and  perhaps  to  over-nte  their 
importanee  in  comparis^AG  with  the  efforts  of  a  former  age  ; 
v^  haTC  oor  hoc^itah;  orir  infirmarieSy  onr  orphanages, 
'  r^  homeSj  oor  asyloiiis,  oarpar^chial  schor>Is,  ourTisitii^ 
*«^icietie» ;  and  the  benefits  which  liow  from  the  jodicioa^ 
ariministiauon  of  tnese  cfaaritiesare  andonbtedly  of  great 
Bca.^^nitdde :  bat  we  most  not  forg«>t  that  many  of  the 
fimetions  wtich  are  now  diichaiged  by  the^se  institations 
were  tiiie  proper  and  speeial  proTince  of  the  monastery, 
and  wer^  in  most  case»  &ithitally  and  honestly  falfiUed. 
It  is  th'>s  that  the  monastery  heid  an  importani  plaoe  in 
:;  -  «ocial  economy  of  om'  aneestors  ;  it  wae  not  only  a 
iemiiiar}'  of  rcrllgion  which  pnmded  for  tht  qiiritoal 
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wants  of  the  people,  but  it  also  looked  to  their  material 
and  physical  requirements,  which  otherwise  might  have 
gone  neglected  or  wholly  unprovided  for. 

The  monastery  was,  as  it  were,  both  in  its  educational 
and  missionary  aspect»  what  the  university  and  the 
cathedral  aim  at ;  it  kept  up  from  among  its  inmates  a 
constant  and  regular  supply  of  candidates  for  holy  orders,^ 
many  of  whom  would  go  forth  into  the  world,  and  carry 
into  their  future  sphere  of  action  much  of  the  good 
govemance  and  rule  learnt  in  their  mother  monastery ; 
while  in  the  ranks  of  its  permanent  adherents  there  would 
not  be  wanting  zealous  and  fervent  priests  to  minister  to 
the  home  population,  and  preach  to  them  of  the  paths 
which  lead  unto  peace.  It  was  this  missionary  aspect 
which  formed  so  bright  a  feature  in  the  monastic  system^ 
and  which  even  now  in  these  days  the  Church  of  England 
is  beginning  to  understand  and  to  appreciate. 

The  modem  school  of  thought  teaches  us  to  look  upon 
monasteries  as  institutions  which,  though  onoe  beneficial 
or  even  neoessary,  are  now,  having  done  their  work, 
effete  and  useless.  They  were  according  to  some  writers 
the  authors  of  their  own  decay,  and  bore  within  them- 
selves  the  seeds  of  dissolution,  but  that  this  is  a  grave 
truth  I  think  has  yet  to  be  proved.  In  England  they 
did  undoubtedly  &1I,  and  the  sizteenth  centuiy  saw  their 
destraction  and  demolition,  but  why  was  this  ?  not,  as  I 
apprehend,  because  of  their  alleged  inutility,  or  of  any 
inherent  weakness,  but  because  of  a  &tal  mistake  to  which

vpiflcopal  registers»  eoine  of  wbieh, 
namely,  thoee  of  the  diocese  of 
Hereford,  I  haye  had  the  opporta- 
nity  of  examining,  throngh  the 
kindneis  of  the  B^^trar,  whoee 
conrtcsy  I  here  beg  leave  to  ao- 
knowledge.  In  these  registers  are 
contained  fnll  and  detailed  lists  of 
the  Tarions  persons  admitted  to  holy 


orders  at  each  ordination,  acolytes, 
snbdeacons,  deacons,  and  priests, 
and  they  are  singnlarly  interesting 
and  yalDable,  becanse  they  fte 
qnently  mention  the  diffifirent  mo- 
nasteries  ftom  in^ence  the  candi« 
dates  proceeded.  They  are  well 
worthy  of  more  time  and  attention 
than  I  cottld  bestow  npon  them. 
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ihey  had  for  generations  claDg.  Proad  aa  tbey  were  in 
the  magnitade  of  tbeir  poaBesaioiis,  the  power  and 
ambition  of  their  abbots,  the  aplendonr  of  their  chaichefly 
and  the  attraetiTeness  of  iheir  services,  they  jet  paved 
the  way  for  their  own  destractiony  which,  not  heeding 
ridies  or  power,  came  on  slowly  bat  steadily,  and  at  last 
did  its  appointed  work.  And  the  primary  caose  of  this 
was,  as  I  take  it,  the  overweming  desire  of  the  monaa- 
teries  to  &ee  tbemselTes  from  the  wholesome  disdpline 
of  ejHsoopal  visitation.  Papal  exemptions  were  eagerly 
soQght  to  free  them  from  this  sapposed  interference,  and 
many  and  bitter  were  the  contests  which  plaoed  the 
monastic  and  episoopal  systems  in  anfriendly  rehitions. 
The  Chronicle  of  Evesham  and  tbe  history  of  St. 
Aagastine^s  Canterbaiy,  among  others,  show  os  how  this 
aatagonism  was  fostered  by  the  abbots,  who  carried 
tliings  with  a  high  hand,  rendered  higher  still  by  these 
papal  exemptions.  Of  this  we  have  an  apt  illastration 
in  the  time  of  Richard,  archbishop  of  Oanterbary,  in  the 
reign  of  Hemy  IL  In  a  letter  which  this  piehite  wiote 
to  Pope  Alexander  IIL,  aboat  the  year  1180,  he  oom- 
plainsfirst  of  the  abbot  of  Malmesbaiy  refasing  obedience 
to  tbe  bishop  of  SaliBbory,  and  then  he  inveighs  bitterly 
against  exemptions  in  these  stoong  terms : —

^  in  omnem  desiderii  libertateuL  Hic  est,  quod  monas- 
"  teriorom  fere  omnium  facultates  datse  sont  in  direp* 
''  tkmem  et  praedam.  Nam  abbates  exterius  curam 
"  camis  in  desideriis  agont,  non  curantes,  dummodo 
"  laate  exhibeantar,  et  fiat  pax  in  diebas  eorum: 
'*  daostrales  vero,   tamquam  acephali   otio   vacant   et 
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''  vaniloquio  :  nec  enim  prsdsidem  liabent,  qui  eos  ad 
'^  frngem  vitsa  melioris  inclinet.  Quod  si  tumultuosaa 
'^  eorum  contentiones  audiretis,  claustrum  non  mul- 
"  tum  differre  credereti.s  a  foro.  Haec  omnia,  reve- 
"  rende  pater,  vestne.  correctionis  judicium  postulant 
"  tempestivum,  Nisi  enim  huic  malo  maturius  reme- 
"  dium  adhibeatur,  verendum  est,  ne  sicut  abbates  ab 
"  episcopis,  ita  episcopi  ab  archiepiscopis,  et  a  prselatis 
''  suis  decani  et  archidiaconi  eximantur.  £t  quse  est 
''  heec  forma  justitia),  aut  potius  juris  deformitaa, 
"  prohibere^  ne  discipuli  magistro  consentiant,  ne  filii 
''-•  obediant  patri,  ne  milites  sequantur  principem;  ne 
"  servi  domino  sint  subjecti?  Quid  est  eximere  ab 
"  episcoporum  jurisdictione  abbates,  nisi  contumaciam, 
'^  ac  rebellionem  prsecipere,  et  armare  iilios  in  parentes? 
'*  videant,  quaBso,  ista,  et  judicent,  qui  judicant  orbem 
*^  terrse,  ne  inde  emanare  videantur  injuri»,  unde  jura 
'*  sumuntur.  Arguemur  temeritatis,  et  dicemur  os  nos- 
"  trum  posuisse  in  coelum,  qui  non  de  superbiaB  spiritu, 
^^  vsed  de  atramentario  doloris  hsQC  scribimus :  sentimus 
"  equidem  familiares  angustias,  qui  publicas  deploramus : 
'-  nec  fortitudo  nostra  fortitudo  est  lapidis,  nec  caro 
'*  nostra  aenea  est,  ut  tam  enormes  injurias  dissimulare 
'    possimus.''^ 

The  celebrated  bishop  Grosseteste  also  manftilly  upheld 
the  claims  of  the  bisbops  to  the  visitation  of  monasteries, 
and  not  without  reason,  as  is  shown  in  liis  letters.' 
Breach  of  monastic  rules  and  habits  of  luxury  found  no 
favour  with  this  prelate,  and  when  he  was  supposed  to 
be  most  severe  and  cxacting,  it  was  indeed  one  of  his 
kindest  acts,  because  it  was  the  uplifting  of  the  chasten- 
ing  rod  of  an  oflTended  but  not  unforgiving  parent, 
againfit  a  wayward  and  headstrong  child.     Well  had  it

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bccn  fbr  his  qHriiual  diildren  if  they  had  listened  to 
&lherfy  admonitioii. 

And  so  it  was  that  the  moiiasteries  of  England  laid 
thefagndation  for  their  own  deatmction  whidi  other- 
wiae  voi^xi  have  been  aTerted,  and  the  monastic  system, 
aa  a  reeognixed  tnstitittioo,  ceased  to  exist 

Whether  ii  is  better  for  a  man  to  aocept  the  responsi- 
haitiea  of  soch  social  poeiiion  as  chanoe  may  have  given 
him,  and  to  battle  boldly  with  life  and  its  circomstances, 
or  wfaelher  he  shoold  rather  retire  from  the  bnsy  soene, 
and  wtk.  tor  happineas  and  peace  in  the  tranqmllity  of 
the  doister,  has  often  Leen  the  snbject  of  mndi  discas- 
sion,  and  as  yet  has  never  been  satLsfactorily  answered ; 
to  many  nndonbtedly  monastidsm  woulrl  be  aimply  a 
inef  and  a  nare  and  an  oceasion  of  falling,  beeaoae  it 
soits  not  tiieir  genins,  neitber  have  they  a  spedal  voca- 
tion  tfaat  way ;  while  on  the  other  hand  there  are  those 
eamest  and  devoted  persons  to  whom,  after  the  practice 
of  their  reHgions  dnties,  the  world  in  its  Yaried  aspects 
pteaents  bvt  few  atiraetions,  and  wlio  woold  find  an 
espedal  diarm  in  a  monlfs  Irfe,  beeanse  to  them  tliat 
HfSt  b  (me  of  the  most  noble  and  magnificent  that  can  be 
eonedved;  noble  for  its  entire  abnegation  and  sacrifice 
of  aelf,  and  magnificent  becaase  it  is  constantly  marked 
by  acts  of  mercy  and  love  miheedeJ  by  mortal  eye,  bnt 
whidi  yet  win  a  smile  of  approbation  from  the  Holy 
Angds  whoae  seat  i-*  ever  before  the  throne  of  our  Father 
in  HeaTen. 

However,  I  am  not  at  liberty  here,  neither  is  it  my 
wish,  to  discnsB  the  lawmlneas  of  monastidsin  ;  I  have 
nither  to  deal  witU  the  fortones  and  progress  of  tbe 
ancient  and  honoorable  abbey  of  Glontester,  as  set  before 
the  leader  in  theae  yolomes. 

Tbe  prasent  work  consists  of  two  parts  the  hi.story, 
and  the  cartnhiry  of  St  Peter'Sy  Glonccbter.  The  hLs- 
tory  18  prinied  and  described  in  volume  L,  and  tfae 
cartnlary  now  remains  to  be  spdcen  oC 
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It  is  a  finely  written  manuscript  of  the  latter  part 
of  the  thirteenth  century,  in  good  preservation,  eon- 
taining  837  leaves,  of  which  some  few,  both  at  the 
commencement  and  the  end,  are  mere  fly  leaves  contain* 
ing  entries  at  various  periods  much  later  than  that  of 
the  cartulary  itself.  The  caligraphy  is  excellent,  and 
the  rubricated  letters  together  with  the  floriated  borders 
to  the  pages  are  worthy  of  remark.  A  fac-simile  of 
the  first  page  forms  a  frontispiece  to  the  first  volume 
of  this  work.  With  regard  to  the  contents  of  this 
cartulary,  the  method  of  arrangement  is  anything  but 
lucid  or  artistic ;  there  is  a  system  foUowed,  but  the 
reason  for  it  is  not  apparent,  while  its  defects  are  most 
conspicuous. 

The  first  part  of  the  manuscript  contains  charters  of 
donation  to  the  monastery,  classified  alphabetically  ac- 
cording  to  localities,  this  is  continued  to  folio  180 ;  then 
a  blank  page  or  two  occur,  where  is  entered  an  inqui- 
sition  of  the  twenty-fourth  year  of  Henry  VIII.,  after 
which  there  is  another  collection  of  charters,  also 
arranged  alphabetically ;  this  takes  us  to  folio  228. 
Another  section  is  then  started  containing  papal  buUs, 
and  also  various  charter»  of  donation,  pleadings,  and 
miscellaneous  documents.  Following  this  is  a  series  of 
extents  of  manors  belonging  to  St.  Peter's,  these  are 
valuable  for  the  minuteness  with  which  they  describe 
the  lands,  and  the  services  incident  thereto.  We  then 
have  very  curious  and  interesting  rules  conceming  the 
management  of  manors ;  and  the  manuscript  concludes 
with  a  miscellaneous  selection  of  pleadings  and  othet 
matters  written  on  the  fiy  leaves  before  mentioned,  at 
various  times  and  by  various  hands. 

These  arbitrary  divisions  or  sections  are  not  unoom- 
mon  in  monastic  cartularies,  there  is  a  similar  arrange- 
ment  in  the  Ramsey  cartulary  now  preserved  in  the 
Public  Record  Office,  but  it  is  certainly  none  of  the  best. 
A  simple  chronological  sequence  would  have  been  much 
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More  JntriligiHe,  and  wauld  baTe  aaTed  tlie  scribe  fit>m 
llie  iimwM  ff  Mny  lepediioiis  wUdi  aboimd  in  the  Gloiiees- 
ter  caatalaiy.  With  legard  to  tbe  exaci  period  ai  wbidi 
llie  maiUBefipi  in  qnestion  waa  oompiled,  and  hy  wboniy 
ii  ii  not  pcaaible  now  to  qieak  witb  any  certainty.  I 
am  JiirBiiPd,  bowerer,  to  aacribe  it  to  tbe  pcriod  of  abbot 
JolmdeGnmees  (1284-1306:.  Witb  tbe  exception  oT 
tbe  miafrllaneona  doeomratB  written  on  fly  leaTes  and 
bfamk  pagei^  abont  wbidi  tbere  ia  no  donbt  wbatever 
tbat  thcy  were  entered  at  mndi  more  leeent  tames,  there 
if  no  cbaiier  in  tfae  eartnlaiy  proper  of  a  biter  date  than 
tUi  abbot  And  we  find  in  tbe  bistory  of  St  Peter^s,^ 
tbat  amoBg  tbe  nomeroos  gifis  of  abbot  Gamages  io 
tbe  dinicb,  tbere  weie  tbiee  books  menuoned,  tbe 
legend  of  tbe  Saints,  Transeripts  of  Cbarters»  and  Con- 
stiintioos  of  King  EdwanL  ^ow  we  may  not  be  fiu- 
in  seddng  to  identify  tbe  caitolaiy  witb  the 
[  of  tfaeae  Tolmnes.  The  first  k  qnite  oot  of  the 
the  tbiid  wiU  not  at  all  accnrd,  bot  the  title  of 
tbe  aeeond  cannot  be  asid  to  be  otherwise  than  applicable, 
and  ontil  eanse  be  sbown  to  tbe  eontiaiy,  T  shall  not 
tlnBk  mysdf  rssfa  in  aswimiiig  tbat  tbe  identity  is  fiuriy 
cataUidied.  However,  before  dtspoaing  of  tbis  pait  of 
tbe  SQbject»  it  wiH  be  expedient  to  deacribe  briefly  firar 
olher  manoBcript  ▼olomes  wbidi  also  relate  to  St  Peter^s, 
and  wbidi  are  now  in  the  poowasion  of  tbe  Dean  and 
Clmpter  of  Glooeesier  OithedraL 

NosL  1  and  2  are  mannsrripts  coinpiled  aloat  the  year 
1393,  and  aie  most  probaUy  the  registeis  wbich  aie 
icfisijed  io  in  tbe  history  as  lumiig  been  coinpiled  afiesb 
by  abbot  Frooeester.' 

Xo.  1  is  diiided  into  two  sectionSy  tbe  fiist  is  oom- 
posed  mainly  of  royal  cbarters,  oommencing  with  tbe 
cbaiter   of  king    Eibdred,  which  I  baTe 
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«Iready  printed,^  and  ending  with  an  inspeximiiB  by 
Sichard  IL  of  proceedinicrs  in  the  Excfaeqoar  relating  to 
the  vacancies  of  the  abbey ;  the  second  section  comprises 
private  charters  of  donation,  agreements,  presentations 
to  chnrdies,  resignations  of  liYings,  and  other  ecdesiastical 
docaments,  all  of  them  having  immediate  rehition  to  St 
Peter  &  This  volame  I  haye  no  hesitation  whatever  in 
identifying  with  the  one  mentioned  in  the  histoiy,' 
becaoae  its  content«  perfectly  tally  with  what  we  there 
find  specified.  The  histoiy  in  speaking  of  Froocester, 
saySy  **  £t  pro  vacatione  ecclesise  qnod  gratiose  et  mira- 
**  bHiter  fnerat  magnis  laboribos  et  anmptnogis  expensis 
'*  proGecotnm,  et  ad  ^nem  ingaiiose  perdoctnm,  ac  etiam 
"  in  caria  domini  comitis  de  Staford  placitnm  de  cnxia 
'*  tanenda  de  tribos  septimanis  in  Newport,  necnon  et  alia 
*'  diversa  qn»  prolocga  erant  narranda  ut  in  capsa  inde 
'•  confecta,  et  W*^lteri  Fr^yuce^i^e  intitulata.  et  in  ar^vis 
'•  eoclesiie  condiia  plenios  continentnr."  Tiiis  proceed- 
ing  reladve  to  the  vacancies  is  evidently  the  one  before 
referred  to,  and  the  plea  conceming  the  hoIdiDg  of  the 
ooort  of  NewpcHrt  is  also  found  in  a  subseqnent  part  of 
the  same  mannscript  The  old  title,  however,  cannot  be 
0(Mnpared«  because  the  manusoript  has  be^n  recently 
rebonnd,  but  there  can  be  no  doubt  that,  had  the  ancirat 
binding  been  preserved,  we  should  have  seen  tbe  woni<5 
Walteri  Fi'o\tcfsii'^  on  the  baok.  as  mentioned  in  the 
Historia;  h^wever,  without  tliis.  I  tliink  tbe  proof  of 
identicy  is  soffioient. 

Na  2  15  a  thicker  volume  in  the  same  hand,  but 
compiled  on  a  veiy  iiidferent  priaciple.  It  contains  ten 
distinci  registers.,  namely,  th.v?e  of  the  sacristan.  the 
afan(»er  of  Standish,  the  ha5tir.ar,  the  sub-almoner,  the 
master  of  the  works«  the  chamberlain.  the  i>^teotorar.  the 
infirmarer.  the  m&ster  of  the  cha^^?-  »^d  the  pn^ecentor.

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Aliogeiher  ii  eompriseB  maie  tLan  1,000  diaiiersidatiiig 
to  Sl  Peter'5,  some  of  them  as  early  as  Wiiliam  L  It 
WMld  tfans  appear  that  it  was  not  tbe  custom  to  tbiaw 
aH  tlie  reTeDues  of  tfae  monasteij  into  oue  eommon  fand, 
and  tliea  to  ^W^J  tbem  aa  need  requiied,  bat  it  was  in 
the  discrecioo  of  anj  benefiurtor  to  speeify  tbe  paiticolar 
rhnmel  into  wbich  bis  ebarit  j  sboold  fiow,  be  it  in- 
finnaiy,  saeristy,  or  otherwise ;  or  if  be  bad  no  choice, 
then  tbe  abbej  itself  apportioned  tbe  gift  to  soch  fbnd 
as  wemed  most  to  reqniie  augmentation.

Xa  4  is  tfae  legister  of  William  Malrenie,  tfae  last 
TOL.  m.  b 
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abbot  of  Olouoester  (A«D.  1514  to  the  dissolution),  and 
oontains  similar  instruments. 

In  the  year  1800,  in  answer  to  the  questions  of  the 
Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records,  the  Registrar  of 
the  Dean  and  Ohapter  of  Gloucester  replied,  that  "  there 
"  are  no  original  records  whatever  in  their  possession  of 
"  the  nature  alluded  to  by  order  of  the  Committee,  but 
"  there  are  f(Air  manuscript  booka  in  the  custody  of  the 
'*  Dean  and  Chapter,  containing  copies  of  the  records, 
"  etc,  herein-after  mentioned."  The  description  which 
then  follows  does  not  tally  in  every  respect  with  the 
four  Qloucester  manuscripts  of  which  I  have  before 
given  a  slight  outline,  indeed  one  I  cannot  at  all  re> 
oondle.  I  will  take  them  in  the  order  followed  by  the 
Segistrar  in  his  retum. 

He  says  that  the  first  is  an  ancient  register,  which 
appears  to  have  been  compiled  in  the  year  1397,  and 
contains  copies  of  the  royal  charters  and  confirmations 
to  the  church  of  Gloucester,  beginning  with  the  original 
charter  of  the  foundation  of  the  church  by  king 
Etheh^d,  and  continued  down  to  the  reign  of  Richard  II. 
This  there  is  no  diflSculty  in  identifying  with  Glouoester 
MS-  No.  1. 

The  second  book,  according  to  the  Registrar,  contains 
copies  of  various  writs  and  other  legal  proceedings,  about 
the  reign  of  Edward  I.,  and  the  laws  and  customs  for  the 
intemal  regulation  of  the  monastery. 

It  also  oontains  the  Statutes  de  Scaecario ;  Districtiones 
Scaocarii ;  Statuta  de  Exonia ;  Statuta  de  Itinere ; 
Statuta  de  Finibus ;  De  Presentibus  vocatis  ad  warran- 
tiam  ;  Statuta  de  Quo  warranto ;  De  Juratis  et  Assisis 
extra  Comitatum  ;  De  Antiquo  Dominico  CoronsB ;  Cir- 
cumspecte  Agatis;  De  Regia  Prohibitione ;  De  vasto 
facto  in  Custodia ;  De  Graveleto  in  Londonia  ;  De  Anno 
et  Die  Bissextili  ;  Consuetudines  EanciaD ;  De  Moneta ; 
Articuli  de  Tonsura  Monet» ;  De  CohcBredibus ;  De  Mi- 
litibus  fEUuendifl;   Statuta  Armorum  in   Tomiamentis; 
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De  CoDspintoribas  com  breve :  De  Conspiratoribiis 
aliter :  Capita  Itineris  qu<i&  tangtint  Coronam  ;  Officiam 
CorDnAtoris :  Statntnm  de  Petentihus  Admitti ;  De 
Terria  mortnandis ;  De  Protectionibo.s  Domini  Begi& 
Afier  this  follow  the  proceedings  on  a  Tiew  of  Frank- 
piedge :  thc  Uanner  of  doing  Homage  and  Fealty ;  the 
Aseiie  of  Bread,  &ci  ^c. ;  Assize  of  Mort  d'Amicestor ; 
Btetardj :  The  Otiice  of  Steward  ;  Of  Relief,  Socage,  kc 
ka,  And  then  the  lirst  part  of  this  book  concludes  irith 
a  statement  of  the  Liberties  of  England. 

Tbe  second  part  of  this  book  oontains  copies  of  the 
statntes  dniing  the  reigns  of  Edward  IIL,  Bidiard  IL, 
and  Henrj  IV^  and  doring  the  first  and  second  years  of 
Henry  Y. 

This  book  I  haTe  never  seen ;  it  certainly  is  not  one  of 
the  foor  Gloooester  mannscripts  now  before  me,  bnt  where 
it  now  is  I  have  not  been  able  to  discover.  Its  contentSy 
if  correetly  described,  woold  be  highly  interesting,  and 
I  regrei  that  I  bave  not  been  able  to  refer  to  it,  par- 
tieolarly  ag  it  seems  to  relate  to  the  intemal  arnmge- 
raents  of  the  monasterj. 

The  third  book  is  said  to  contain  copies  of  the  grants 
from  sereral  king^-,  and  from  various  persons  of  divers 
cstates,  fee  farm  rents,  kc,  to  the  abbey  of  Gloacester, 
the  ofiginaLs  of  most  of  which  are  preserved  with  tfae 
moniments  of  tbe  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Glooeester,  and 
were  made  probably  aboat  the  time  of  the  Conqoest. 
Thia  deseription,  thoagh  no  date  is  mentioned,  will  aooord 
with  doocester  Cathedral  manuscript  No.  2L 

The  foortb  book  Ls  said  to  contain  a  regLster  of  the  acts 
of  the  abbot  of  Gloucester,  as  well  spiritual  as  temporal, 
between  the  years  1501  and  1514.  This  is  onqaestionably 
the  Gloaccster  volame  No.  3,  containing  the  registers  of 
abbots  Brannche  and  Newton  ;  bat  a  difficalty  now  pre- 
sents  itself^ — the  Record  Seportsays  nothing  aboat  Mal- 
vemes  register  'Gloocester  MS.  Xa  4^,  while  it  gives  a 
l»gtfay  description  of  a  book  (Xo.

almost  beyond  the  possibifity  of  identification. 

Offi&y  Ethelbald,  and  Eynred,  kings  of  Meicia,  were  in 
their  time  bene£M^r8  to  SL  Peter^s,  as  appears  by  the 
falendar  of  donations,  and  in  the  year  821,  fifteen  hides 
in  Sfeandish  **  snb  Ezimbnry  "  were  given  by  Beomnlph, 
king  of  Merda^atthe  time  when  Si  Peter^s  was  dennded 
of  derks.  Abont  the  same  period  the  manor  of  Frooes- 
ter  wasgiven  to  St.  Peter's  by  Babanns  Anglicns  Beyens- 
wari,  brother  of  king  Beomnlph.  In  the  year  981, 
Elfleda,  king  Ethehred's  sister,  who  was  then  a  barren 
<dd  woman  aod  oppressed  by  poverty,  gave  to  the  monas* 
tery  the  manor  of  Hynetone.  Bnt  when  fiye  men  were 
reqnired  from  thence  to  attend  the  king^s  expedition, 
they  conld  not  be  fonnd,  and  the  clerks  who  then 
goremed  St.  Pete/s^  came  and  songht  for  the  old  woman, 
who  on  Christmas  day,  when  the  king  was  bonqneting, 
came  and  fell  down  ai  bis  feet,  and  besonght  him  that 
the  land  should  thenoeforth  be  free  fit>m  snch  bnrden, 
whidi  favoor  was  at  once  granted.^ 

The  fintnnes  of  St.  Petei^s  dnring  the  first  fi>nr  cen- 
iories  of  its  existence  were,  as  we  leam,  oonsiderably 
eheqnered:  in  its  origin  a  nnnnery,  it  flonrished  nnder 
loyal  protection  and  patronage  for  a  time ;  then  came  a 
period  of  desolation,  when  national  tnmnlts  and  distnrb- 
anees  drove  the  nnns  fix>m  their  peacefiil  home ;  after- 
wards  it  wasplaoed  nnder  the  role  of  secolar  dergy,  who 
in  their  tnm  gsTe  way  to  Benedictine  monks  introdnced 
io  St  Peter^s  in  the  year  1022  by  Wolstan,  bishop  of 
Woroester,  with  the  permission  of  king  Cannte.  In  the 
cartnlary  of  Bath  abbey,  now  preserred  in  the  libraiy 
of  Corpns  Christi  CoDege,  Cambridge,  there  is  a  yery 
inieresting  docnment  relating  to  tbis  change  in  the  con- 


The  anthority  for  thae  statements  if  tfae  Hlstoria  and  the  Calendar 
of] 
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stitntion  of  St.  Peter'B ;  it  is  an  agreement  between  Wul- 
stan,  bishop  of  Worcester,  and  the  abbots  of  Evesham, 
Chertsey,  Bath,  Pershore,  Winchcombe,  and  Qloucester, 
and  the  dean  of  Worcester,  to  adopt  the  Benedictine 
rule,  and  to  be  in  unity  as  if  all  the  seven  monasteries 
were  one  monastery,  and  to  be  "  quasi  cor  unum  et  anima 
"  xmoJ*  They  agreed  to  sing  two  masses  every  week  in 
each  monastery  for  all  the  brothers,  on  Monday  and 
Friday,  and  the  brother  who  was  '*  capitula  maesse  wuca  " 
waa  to  perform  these  masses  for  the  brothers  living, 
and  also  for  every  departed  brother,  as  if  they  all  were 
together  in  one  monastery ;  thus  beautifully  iUustrating 
the  doctrine  of  the  Communion  of  Saints^  which  the 
Church  has  ever  proclaimed  in  her  solemn  creeds,  teach- 
ing  us  the  belief  that  the  righteous  who  pass  away  from 
our  presence  here,  yet  are  with  us  in  spirit,  mingling 
their  prayers  with  ours  before  the  etemal  throne  of  the 
Most  High.  The  abbots  also  professed  obedience  to  Qod 
and  to  their  bishop  for  their  common  need,  that  is,  that 
each  of  them  should  perform,  and  for  his  own  account 
buy  a  hundred  masses,  and  bathe  a  hundred  needy  men, 
and  feed  them  and  shoe  them.  And  each  to  sing  himself 
seven  masses,  and  for  thirty  days  set  his  meat  before  him, 
and  a  penny  upon  the  meat.  The  document  appears  to 
be  incomplete,  for  the  names  of  the  brothers  at  Evesham, 
Chertsey,  and  Bath  only  are  appended.  The  foUowing 
is  a  copy  :

The  retnm  of  the  possessions  of  St  Peter^s»  as  given  in 
Domesday  book  and  also  in  the  Calendar  of  donations^^ 
tells  ns  with  what  snccess  the  abbacy  of  Serlo  was  at- 
tended  in  obtaining  for  the  yonthful  Benedictine  honse 
lands  and  manors  in  addition  to  those  it  already  had 
from  the  ^fl  of  its  early  bene&ctors;  it  nnmbered 
lands  in  Gloncestershire,  Worcestershire»  Herefordshire, 
and  the  remote  region  of  Hampshire,  and  soon  after- 
wards  the  chnrch  of  St  Martin  in  the  Vintiy  in  London 
and  lands  in  Essex  were  added. 

The  method  in  whieh  Domesday  was  compiled  receives 
a  curions  illustration  from  the  Gloucester  cartnlary,  in 
fact  one  of  the  retums  in  that  grand  and  memorable 
record  is  alleged  to  be  incorrect,  and  this  in  no  nnimpor- 
tant  degree.  We  are  told  that  William  I.  granted  to  St 
Peter's  and  to  abbot  Wilstan  Nympsfield  (Nymdesfeld) 
in  Gloucestershire,  with  sac  and  soc,  but  in  the  year  1087 
Boger  de  Berkeley  the  elder  caused  it  to  be  described  in

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Domeflday  as  among  the  kiiig'8  lands,  ^'  ad  menBam  regis," 
mikiiown  to  abbot  Serlo ;  however  in  the  year  1093  ii 
was  restoied  to  the  monasteiy  by  Enstace  de  Bericeley, 
**  tempore  Serhmis  abbatis ; "  thns  showing  evidently 
ihat  whether  the  fidse  retmn  was  made  wittingly  or  not, 
at  aQ  erents  Serlo  did  not  aOow  it  to  remain  nnnotioed 
or  nmemedied.  To  many  persons  this  misstatement  in 
Bomesday  and  its  sabfieqaent  correction  may  seem  of 
little  momenty  bnt  it  really  involves  an  important  l^al 
point^  as  I  shall  endeavonr  to  show.  It  is  sometimes 
neoeaaaiy  in  a  conrt  of  law  to  addnoe  eyidenoe  in  sapport 
of  land  being  of  that  pecoliar  tenore  called  **  ancient  de- 
^  mesne^^andtheonly  way  in  whichit  can  be  estabUshed 
is  by  an  appeal  to  Domesday.  ^  The  tennre  of  andent 
^  dranesne,"  says  Scriven  in  his  work  on  Copyholds,^  **  is 
"  oonfined  to  sochlands  as  wereheld  insocageof  manors 
**  belongingtothecrowninthereignof  EdwardtheCon- 
**  feasor,  and  in  the  reign  of  WiUiam  the  Conqneror ;  and 
^  wheneyer  a  qnestion  arises  as  to  the  particahir  lands

^*  sion  of  William  tbe  Conqneror  are  called  ienw  regis/' 

Now  snpposing  a  dispate  arose  at  the  present  day  as 
to  whetherNympsfield  were  andent  demesne  or  not,  itis 
a  matter  for  consideration  how  &r  onr  coorts  woold 
aUow  the  statements  in  this  monastic  chronicle  to  infla- 
enoe  their  dedfflon.  I  am  qoite  aware  of  the  doctiine 
tiiat  there  can  be  no  appeal  firom  Domesday  book,  and 
no  aTorment  made  against  it,  bat  is  this  rale  neyer  to 
admit  of  qaalification  or  relaxation  ?  If  the  averment 
be  sapported  strongly  by  coHateral  evidence,  I  see  no 
reaaon  why  Domesday  may  not  receive  correction ;  it  is 
a  yalaable  record,  bat  it  is  not  infallible.

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From  the  period  of  Serlo  to  the  dissolation  the  charters 
and  oiher  instnuDents  relating  to  St.  Peter's  are  too 
nnnierons,  and  are  firequently  of  too  common-place  an 
order  to  be  described  seriatim,  or  to  be  woven  into  a 
narrative,  but  a  few  are  worthy  of  notice  as  illustrating 
in  a  special  manner  the  history  of  the  monastery.  I 
allude  to  the  charters  of  confirmation  granted  by  kings 
Stephen  and  Henry  II^  by  the  archbishop  of  Canterbury, 
and  by  Qilbert  de  Clare,  earl  of  Hertford.^  £ach  charter 
specifies  aU  the  possessions  confirmed,  thereby  afTording 
us  the  means  of  comparing  the  extent  of  the  monastery 
property  at  difierent  periods. 

The  privileges  enjoyed  by  St  Peters  were  both  nume- 
rous  and  important  The  monks  were  to  have  the  sole 
liberty  of  fishing  in  aU  their  streams.  as  well  in  the 
Sevem  as  elsewhere,  and  they  were  to  have  all  sturgeon 
caught  there.  They  had  also  the  tithes  of  all  venison 
taken  in  the  forest  of  Dean ;  and  a  fair  and  niarket  at 
Northleach.  Protection  was  granted  them  by  king 
Stephen  and  by  Henry  III.,  and  by  Gilbert  de  Clarci 
earl  of  Gloucester.  Their  land  was  to  be  free  from  all 
toU,  carri^e,  summage,  conduct,  and  all  other  exactions ; 
and  they  were  to  have  rights  of  warren  over  aU  their 
lands.  They  were  to  have  freedom  from  toll  over  all  the 
lands  of  Bemard  de  Novo  Mercato  in  the  honour  of 
Brecknock,  and  over  all  the  lands  of  the  earl  of  Mellent 
in  Wyche,  and  abo  for  whatever  they  purchased  in  the 
city  of  Bristol  in  the  way  of  food,  clothing,  or  timber 
under  a  charter  of  WUliam  earl  of  Gloucester,  who  also 
granted  tliera  a  simUar  freedom  for  everything  they 
bought  or  sold  in  Bristol,  Cardiff',  and  Newport.  John 
earl  of  Mortain  also  freed  them  from  toU  over  aU  his 
lands  in  the  same  towns. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  reign  of  Henry  III.  disputes 
sprang  up  between  the  municipal  authorities  of  Glou-

tte  mooavt^rry  in  a  ooTirt  of  law.  WLiiam  de  Surnery 
acid  Tbcraas  de  Eve^Laia,  bailiffs  of  Gloncfe&ter,  were 
flimimon^  to  answer  tbe  abbot  for  Laving  ezacted  toll 
from  IL«  roen,  namely,  f.T  eveiy  hor«e  bcjirbt  or  fold  in 
the  dty  twopence,  for  every  ox  one  penny,  and  for  five 
§heep  one  penny,  and  f or  one  qoarter  of  oom  one  penny, 
and  a  faalfpenny  if  any  of  their  men  broti^ht  com 
there  to  be  inold ;  and  tfae  abbot  proflTered  in  evidenoe 
Taiioas  rojral  cfaarters  of  exemption  from  any  toU,  pa»- 
Bage,  or  costonL  Tfae  bftiiiif&,  faowever,  justified  tfaeir 
prrxeej^ing«».  aeseiting  tfaat  tfaey  fceld  tfae  city  of  GIou- 
CKsfi^  frc m  tfae  kiics  j.Taiit,  and  tfaat  tfaey  were  teiited 
of  tbe  toH  in  qie??t;oii,  but  tfaere  aeems  to  faave  been  no 
Terdi^' 

Dnring  tbe  abbacy  of  Jofan  de  Gamages  (A.D.  1284- 
13"W),  Tarious  grave  que«tions  as  t»  ej^LsCopal  vi^itation 
ame  between  the  bisfaop  of  Woree<^ter  and  f^^me  of  tbe

aui  iii  the  foUowiii^  year,  tbe  abbots  of  Giouoester  and 
Tewfa*bmy  were  oondemnf:d  by  tfae  Court  of  Aidlies  fijr

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resisting  the  visitation.  This  quarrel  continued  for  some 
years,  for  in  1309,  the  prior  again  sought  to  uphold  his 
right,  and  the  archbishop  of  Canterbury  gave  judgment 
in  his  favour.  Buteven  this  did  not  check  the  resistance 
of  Gloucester,  for  on  December  2,  1313,  the  prior  o£ 
Worcester  issued  ids  mandate  to  the  abbot  of  St.  Peter's, 
requesting  him  to  admit  the  said  prior  Avith  becoming 
reverence  on  the  Saturday  next  after  the  feast  of  St. 
Lucy,  The  abbot  replied  on  the  8th,  that  he  would 
obey  the  mandate,  so  far  as  he  was  bound  by  right,  and 
not  otherwise,  "  saving  always  the  right  of  ourselves 
"  and  our  monastery.'*  This  was  followed  by  a  monition 
&om  the  prior,  waming  the  abbot  to  permit  the  office  of 
visitation  to  proceed,  and  citing  him  to  appear  at  Wor- 
cester  under  penalty  of  the  greater  excommunication, 
but  monitions  and  citations  seemed  to  be  of  little  avail ; 
the  last  extremity  was  resorted  to,  and  St.  Peter's  was 
pronounced  excommunicate  by  bishop  Maidstone  at  his 
court  at  Kempsey,  in  1314.  However  it  seems  that  a 
composition  was  subsequently  entered  into  and  con- 
firmed  by  the  pope,  by  which  the  rights  of  the  prior 
were  conceded.^ 

In  connexion  with  this  dispute  we  find  in  our  cartu- 
lary  a  curious  instmment  by  which  the  four  monasteries, 
Gloucester,  Cirencester,  Worcester,  and  Lanthony,  united 
in  placing  every  obstacle  in  the  way  of  the  bishop  and 
his  officers,  and  engaged  to  pay  in  equal  proportions  the 
expenses  of  such  opposition.  If  the  bishop  pursued 
them,  the  defence  was  to  be  taken  up  in  the  Roman 
court,  or  that  of  Canterbury,  or  elsewhere,  and  they  were

examining  the  original  aathorities, 
and  its  author  deserres  considerable 
credit  for  having  shaped  into  a 
popular  and  pleasing  form  a  large 
mass  of  Taluable  antiquarian  mate« 
rial. 
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not  imder  any  pretence  to  inyite  to  dinner  any  offioer  or 
mmister  of  the  bishop^  or  to  eat  with  him  or  to  make 
him  any  present.  Ten  ponnds  a  year  were  to  be  snb- 
smbed  from  the  oommnne  of  each  monaBiety,  and 
handed  over  to  the  costody  of  the  snb-priors,  and  by 
thCTi  placed  in  the  monastery  of  St.  Peter*8,  Gloncester, 
who^,  by  pennission  of  the  abbot,  a  chest,  secored  by 
fonr  locks,  was  to  be  kept  for  that  pnrpose,  each  snb- 
prior  haTing  a  key.  Then  foUow  the  appointments  of 
proctoTs  for  carrying  ont  the  bnsines&^ 

In  the  year  1380^  there  was  a  dispnte  between  the 
crown  and  St.  Peter^s,  relative  to  the  vacancies,  which 
arose  in  a  pecnliar  manner.  It  appears  that  on  Jnly  16, 
34  Edward  L  (1306),  they.  were  granted  by  letters 
patent  to  the  prior  and  convent,  rendering  for  each 
vacancy,  if  it  shonld  last  for  fonr  months,  200  marks,  and 
so  in  proportion.  Bnt  on  Febmary  28,  2  Edward  UL 
(1328),  in  oonsideration  of  the  expenses  whic^  the  abbey 
had  been  at  on  the  bnrial  of  king  Edward  IL  in  St. 
Peter'%  a  firesh  patent  was  issned,  granting  the  vacancies 
to  ihe  prior  and  convent  on  very  rednced  terms,  namely, 
for  each  vacancy,  if  it  shonld  last  for  one  year,  100 
marks,  and  so  in  proportion  for  a  longer  or  shorter 
timc.* 

On  the  resignation  of  abbot  Horton,  which  took  pkce 
in  the  year  1377,  the  escheator  for  the  diBtrict  daimed 
from  the  abbey  200  marks  for  the  vacanqr,  acoording  to 
the  rate  prescribed  by  the  patent  of  Edward  L;  he 
either  was  ignorant  of  the  snbseqnent  patent,  or  else 
tried  to  extort  more  from  the  abbey  than  was  jnstly  due ; 
at  all  events  the  law  was  appealed  to  by  the  crown,  and 
in  MichaeTmas  term,  1380,  a  process  was  issned  from  the 
Conrt  of  Exdieqner  against  the  abbot  and  oonvent  for 
the  payment  of  the  200  marks.     The  king  pleaded  the

From  Jidy  to  November  1510  great  confusion 
existed  within  tbe  walls  of  St.  Peter's  with  regard  to 
the  election  of  a  suooessor  to  abbot  Braunche.  The  two 
candidates  were  John  Newton,  D.D.,  and  John  Huntley, 
ceUarer  of  the  house,  but  after  a  violent  opposition  and 
an  appeal  to  the  bishop  of  Worcester,  the  contest  was 
dedded  in  &vour  of  Newton,  and  he  was  didy  confirmed 
and  installed  as  abbot. 

The  proceedings  on  this  election  are  contained  in 
Newton's  register,  and  from  them  we  leam  with  certainty 
the  number  of  monks  in  St.  Peter  s  at  that  time,  their

Thus  the  majority  was  in  favour  of  Newton.  l^he 
royal  assent  to  the  election  was  granted  on  October  30, 
1510,  and  on  the  25th  of  November  following,  in  the 
Lady  Chapel  of  St.  Mary  Overy,  Southwark,  Richard

In  the  fiflh  year  of  Henry  VIIL  there  were  serious 
disturbances  at  Gloucester  conceming  rights  of  common, 
the  servants  of  the  abbot  and  convent  beiug  violently 
asbaulted  and  ill-used  by  order  of  the  municipal  authori- 
ties  of  Gloucesier ;  but  the  dispute  was  settled  by  a  refer- 
ence  to  the  abbot  and  prior  of  Winchcombe,  who,  in  the 
month  of  October  in  the  same  year,  made  their  final 
award,  which,  with  the  articles  of  complaint  and  other 
documents,  are  here  printed  fix)m  Xewt^n's  regLster.

^  John  Barbour,  houshold  servaimt  unto  the  said  abbot, 
*^  brake  and  entred,  as  well  by  the  wyndouse  as  the

"  brake  them  almost  to  peces,  and  also  brake  and  cast  a

wns  m^  hs  hist  eenBer  waved,  ita  faut  oongregatlon 
bent  in  rapt  and  lowlj  aAiuraiion  before  the  altar  tfaere, 
and  doobtleas  as  tfae  la£t  tones  of  ihat  day^s  erensong 
died  swa j  in  tfae  Taolted  loof^  tfaere  weie  not  wanting 
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those  who  lingered  in  the  solemn  stiUness  of  the  old 
massive  pile,  and  who^  as  the  lights  disappeat^d  one  by 
one,  felt  that  for  them  there  "^as  now  a  -^id  Which  conld 
never  be  filled,  because  thcir  old  abbey,  with  its  beautiful 
services,  its  frequent  means  of  grace,  its  hospitality  to 
strangers,  and  its  loving  care  for  Qod*&  poor,  had  passed 
away  like  an  early  morning  dream,  and  wfts  gone  for 
ever.  So,  probably,  thought  St.  Petet^s  last  abbot, 
William  Malveme,  who,  when  the  time  came  for  his 
^resignation,  had  not  the  heart  himself  to  make  the 
necessary  surrender,  but  shrank  from  the  business,  and 
left  it  to  the  conduct  of  the  prior,  thereby  losing  a 
pensioH  from  the  king,  that  monarch,  as  "WiUis  says, 
"  being  not  willing  to  oblige  one  -^hom  he  found  so 
"  stiff  in  maintaining  the  rights  of  the  abbey." 

The  instrument  testifying  the  acknowledgment  of  the 
royal  supremacy  is  still  preserved  in  the  Public  Record 
Office ;  the  foUowing  is  a  copy  : —

is  ^MtfiriifcpH  by  the  following  list  of  pensions  granted  in 
the  thirty-fizst  year  of  Henry  YIILy  wherein  the  abbofs 
name  is  expreasly  omitted.

The  fine  book,  now  preserved  in  the  Public  Record 
Office,  and  known  as  Cardinal  Pole*s  Pension  Book, 
contains  a  list  of  pensions  payable  to  the  late  monks  and 
officers  of  St.  Peter's,  and  forms  an  interesting  sequel  to 
the  former  list.  It  is  dated  in  the  month  of  February 
1556,  and  is  the  last  record  which  tells  us  aught  of  the 
inmates  of  the  monastery  of  Gloucester.  The  following 
is  an  extract : —

As  to  tbe  inner  life  of  St.  Peter^s,  and  its  everyday 
duties  and  occupations,  we  bave  but  very  slender  mate- 
rials  to  deal  witb.  The  rule  of  St.  Benedict,  wbicb  we 
know  was  tbere  followed,  is  well  known  to  scbolars  in 
all  its  details,  but  it  was  subject  to  additions  or  quaUfi- 
cations  botb  general  and  special ;  general,  as  wben  Lan- 
franc  issued  bis  celebrated  statutes  for  tbe  regulation  of 
Benedictine  monasteries,  wbicb,  altbougb  nominally  and 
primarily  addressed  to  Cbrist  Cburcb,  Canterbury,  yet 
were  intended  to  apply  to  tbe  wbole  kingdom ;  and 
spedal,  as  wben  certain  monasteries  received  from  tbe 
pope  or  arcbbisbop  of  tbe  province  injunctions  for  tbeir 
guidance.  In  Lan&anc's  preface  to  bis  statutes  be  says 
tbat  be  bas  added  and  cbanged  a  few  tbings,  and  tbose 
principally  witb  regard  to  tbe  celebration  of  certain 
feasts  witb  greater  excellence  in  the  catbedral  of  Canter- 
bury,  but  be  allows  great  liberality  in  tbe  adoption  of 
any  cbange,  because  of  tbe  difficulty  of  ensuring  a  perfect 
uniformity  among  tbe  cburches,  from  various  causes, 
"  binc  est  quod  nulla  fere  ecclesia  imitari  aliam  per  om- 
"  nia  potest." 

Tbe  arcbbisbop,  bowever,  looks  to  tbe  spirit  ratber 
tban  to  tbe  letter,  for  be  tells  the  monks  tbat  tbe  one 
tbing  needful  is  to  preserve  inviolate  those  things  neces- 
sary  to  salvation,  that  is  faith,  contempt  of  tbe  world, 
charity,  cbastity,  humiKty,  patience,  obedience,  repen- 
tance  for  sins  and  humble  confession  of  the  same,  &e- 
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qaent  prayers,  a  beooming  silence,  and  snch  like  ;  where 
these  are  observed,  there  may  the  role  of  St  Benedict  be 
said  to  be  best  obeerved,  whatever  variations  might  exist 
in  minor  detail&^ 

Bnt  to  retnm  to  St  Feter  s.  Abbot  B^inald  de 
Homme  (1263-1284)  made  the  following  ordinanoe  rela- 
tive  to  the  obits  of  his  monk&  Immediately  npon  the 
death  of  any  professed  brother  letters  were  to  be  written 
and  deliveied  to  the  interior  ahnoner  (elemosinario  in- 
trinseoo),  who  by  means  of  snitable  messengers  shonld 
canse  the  same  to  be  sent  without  delay  to  all  the  depen- 
dent  priories  of  St.  Peter^s  and  other  neighbonring  honses 
of  whatever  order,  and  especially  to  those  confederated 
with  St  Peter's.  And  becanse  this  conld  not  be  done 
speedily  without  some  expense,  it  was  ordered  that  these 
obedientiaries  should  make  a  small  oontribntion  among 
themselves^  namely,  the  cellarer  twelvepence,  the  ahnoner 
twelvepence,  the  chamberlain  sizpence,  the  sacrist  six* 
penoe,  the  snb-ahnoner  sixpence,  the  prsBcentor  three- 
pence,  the  infirmarer  threepence,  and  this  money  was  to 
be  paid  to  the  snb-ahnoner  on  the  dajr  of  such  deceased 
brother^s  burial,  without  any  excuse  or  delay,  and  in  de- 
{iuilt  to  be  donbled.  The  whole  affair  also  to  be  under 
the  direction  of  the  sulvahnoner.^ 

On  Julj  28, 1301,  the  archbishop  of  Canterbury  issued 
injunctionB  for  the  govemance  of  the  monasteiy,  in  which, 
aft^  fltating  that  on  visiting  the  monastery  he  found 
certain  ordinances  hdd  down  which  the  abbot  and  con- 
vent  besought  him  to  confirm,  he  sajrs  that  with  a  few 
additions  and  alterations  which  he  saw  fit  to  make,  he 
would  adopt  these  ordinances  as  his  own,  and  confirm 
them  to  the  monastery. 

First,  none  were  to  be  admitted  to  the  monastic  order 
unless  they  were  of  approved  life  and  manners,  for  the

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examination  of  whom  prudeut  and  skilful  men  were  to 
be  appointed,  who  would  without  favour  try  the  appli- 
cants,  as  well  in  letters  as  in  song,^  and  the  other  con- 
ditions  required  under  such  circumstances.  The  abbot 
also,  with  the  prior  and  others,  was  to  inquire  diligently 
conceming  other  conditions,  namely,  secular  debts,  bodily 
infirmities  contagious  or  incurable,  solemn  vows^  defect 
or  mutilation  of  members^  and  other  particulars.  None 
of  the  brethren  were  to  make  use  of  the  secular  power, 
either  secretly  or  openjy,  in  order  to  compel  tbe  reception 
of  any  candidate,  and  any  offender  in  tlus  respect  was 
to  be  gravely  punished  by  the  abbot. 

Secondly,  that  anyone  revealing  the  secrets  of  the 
chapter  should,  on  his  first  and  second  conviction,  be 
punished  at  the  will  of  his  superiors,  and  on  his  tbird 
conviction  be  excluded  £rom  the  chapter  while  secret 
affairs  were  being  considered,  and  if  an  habitual  offender 
he  wa0  to  be  excluded  from  the  chapter  for  the  remainder 
of  his  life  during  the  discussion  of  secret  affairs.  No 
secular  servant  of  the  monastery  was  to  intermeddle  with 
things  relating  to  the  ohapter,  or  to  obtain  the  perfor- 
m^ce  of  anything  by  monks  which  should  be  done  by 
the  chapter.  Anyone  convicted  of  a  breach  of  this  rule 
was  to  be  removed  from  his  office,  whatever  it  might  be. 
Also  when  tbe  affairs  of  tbe  monastery  were  treated  of, 
both  great  and  small,  the  rule  of  St  Benedict  was  in  this 
respeot  to  be  observed. 

Thirdly,  the  common  seal  was  never  to  be  affixed  to 
any  instrument  except  in  the  chapter  and  in  the  presence 
of  the  greater  number  of  the  brethren.  Pensious  and 
allowances  were  not  to  be  granted  except  upon  a  very 
manifest  and  urgent  necessity  to  be  approved  by  the 
bishop,  after  a  competent  deliberation  held  by  the 
brethren.  The  deeds  and  writings  conceming  these  things 
were  not  to  be  signed  except  inthe  presence  of  the  whole

^  ad  robaa  "  sfaoold  not  be  thereby  inczeaaed.  The  abbot 
abo  waa  to  have  only  one  long  cait^  so  that  tfae  seeond 
cui  dioald  be  entirely  let  oot  as  of  old.*

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Fifthly,  the  abbots  were  not  to  haye  any  separate  goods 
or  property  against  the  custom  of  the  monastery,  and 
whatever  lands  or  other  possessions  were  aoquiredbyany 
abbot  were  on  his  death  or  resignation  to  fall  to  his 
successor  and  thus  become  a  part  of  the  common  stock. 

Sixthly,  when  the  abbot  visited  his  priories  and  cells 
he  was  not  to  have  with  him  more  than  nineteen  horses, 
and  no  prior  was  to  give  money  to  him  or  any  of  his 
retinue.  These  things  conceming  the  common  seal  and 
the  disposition  of  the  house  and  retinue  of  the  abbot 
were  to  be  strictly  observed  under  pain  of  exoommuni- 
catioiL 

Seventhly,  that  the  reading  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  be 
more  attended  to  at  the  abbofs  table.  All  frivolous 
and  unbecoming  words  to  be  totally  prohibited  in  the 
abbot^s  presence,  and  any  person  speaking  in  such  a 
manner  to  be  restrained  by  the  monks  preseni  The 
abbot  was  to  have  eight  sporting  dogs  and  four  harriers, 
who  were  to  be  kept  by  one  attendant  skilled  in  hunting, 
with  one  page  only.  No  sporting  dogs  were  to  enter  the 
abbofs  hali^  and  all  such  intruders  were  to  be  tumed  out 
by  the  door  keepers. 

Eighthly,  the  fragments  from  the  tables  in  the  abbofs 
hall,  the  infirmary,  the  refectory,  and  from  the  table 
of  the  lay  brethren,  and  other  places  where  refreshments 
were  held,  were  to  be  fully  and  £EuthfrdIy  coUected 
by  an  honest  servant  swom  to  the  sub-almoner  and 
prior.  And  because  one  person  was  not  sufficient  for 
this  task  derks  were  to  be  had  from  the  almonry 
chamber  as  required  in  order  that  the  alms  might  be 
fidthfully  coUected  and  distributed.^  Those  who  defirauded

them,  were  to  be  pniuBhed  gravely,  and  were  to  be  kept 
for  three  oonaecative  Fridays  &8tijig  on  bread  and  water, 
or  to  nndergo  8iich  other  oondign  pnnishmait  as  the  abbot 
or  the  president  of  the  cbapter  shoold  inflict. 

Ninthly,  the  brethien  eating  flesh  in  the  inflrmaiy 
were  to  be  waited  npon  by  a  Iaj  brother  or  monk  onl j, 
and  not  by  a  secalar  peraon,  onlesB  from  great  neoeasity, 
and  tiien  he  was  to  be  one  who  had  grown  old  in  the 
servioe  and  was  likely  to  oontiiiae  there  alwaya,  as  had 
been  ordained  previoualy  by  archbishop  EiUewardby. 
No  damoroos  voices  were  to  be  heard,  or  contentions^  or 
wran^ings,  bnt  OQnversatioii  at  dinner  was  allowed  in  a 
moderate  degree,  each  brother  oonflning  his  talk  to  his 
immediate  nei^bonr.  Qffenders  were  to  be  prodaimed 
on  the  morrow  in  the  chapter,  and,  when  oonvicted  befijre 
the  preaident,  they  to  be  deprived  of  their  **  sohitimn.^  ^ 
Whenever  the  monks  ate  in  the  refectory  for  recreation, 
they  were  to  oonsome  two  portions  at  the  least  in  the 
refectory. 

TentUy,  when  any  of  the  brethren  were  sent  to  oells 
to  stay  for  a  time,  it  was  only  to  be  done  by  the  antho- 
rity  of  the  abbot,  prior,  snb-prior,  the  third  prior,  pne- 
eentor,  and  flve  doistered  monks,  and  when  they  were 
recalled  the  same  aathority  was  to  be  appealed  to.  They 
were  not  to  remain  in  a  oell  more  than  a  year,  nor  were 
they,  in  the  same  year  when  they  were  recalled,  to  be 
again  sent  to  ceDs,  anless  strifes  and  contentions  arose  in 
those  oells  firom  whidi  they  retired,  or  onless  it  were

be  sent  out  of  the  monajstery.  Outside  priors  also  (priores 
forinaeci)^  that  is,  priors  of  houses  dependent  upon  St. 
Peter'a,  were,  under  a  heavy  penalty  to  be  inflicted  at 
the  wiU  of  the  abbot,  to  give  to.  all  brethren  both  sound 
and  infirm  all  necessaries  according  to  the  exigence  of 
their  state,  inoluding  clothing  and  shoes  if  it  had  been 
customary  to  reoeive  them  fix)m  the  principal  monas- 
tery,  The  provisions  of  this  article  with  regard  to 
cells  to  be  observed  under  pain  of  the  greatcr  excommu- 
nication. 

Eleventhly,  no  brother,  vrithout  leave  first  obtained 
from  the  abbot,  or  in  his  absence  the  prior,  was  to  enter 
any  house  in  the  town  of  Qlouoester  but  for  good  oause 
to  be  shown  to  his  superior,  and .  with  a  proper  oom- 
panion,  nor  was  he  to  travel  about  the  oountry  unless 
accompanied  by  a  brother,  or  derk,  or  honest  squire 
The  day  for  his  return  also  was  to  be  fixed,  and  if  the 
time  were  exoeeded  he  was  to  be  punished  gravely,  unless 
excused  by  manifest  neceasity. 

Twelfthlj',  all  those  who  were  detected  playing  at 
chess,  dice,  orossbows,  archery,  or  such  like,  were  to  be 
punished  by  being  deprived  for  the  two  foUowing  days 
of  their  "  solatium,"  also  the  use  of  silken  purses,  extra- 
vagant .  girdles,  pointed  knives,  and  aU  other  things 
repugnant  to  holy  reUgion,  was  whoUy  interdicted  under 
a  penalty  to  be  fixed  at  the  wiU  of  the  guardian  of 
the  order  according  to  the  meaaure  of  the  deUnquenfs 
offence.  And  if  an  offlcer  of  the  monastery  saw  any  of 
these  things  wom  by  the  brethren  he  was  to  cause  them 
to  be  removed  without  delay. 

Thirteenthly,  "aids''  ^  were  to  be  offered  to  the  brethren 
as  weU  within  by  the  abbot  and  prior,  as  without  by 
the  obedientiaries  in  tums  according  as  their  behaviour 
and  the  honesty  of  their  conversation,  and  the  omount

Fonrteenthly,  the  almonry  of  StandLsli  was  to  be  eon- 
tinned  and  kept  np  according  to  the  ordinance  made  by 
abbot  Thomaa  and  confirmed  by  tbe  bishop,  and  the 
manor  was  to  be  sustained,  so  tbat  there  might  be  no 
alterations  unlesa  from  urgent  necessity,  and  the  whole 
aasise  due  from  that  manor  was  to  be  distributed  by  the 
sub-almoner  among  the  poor  every  week  without  dimi- 
nution,  and  the  sumptuous  table  kept  at  that  manor, 
by  which  the  alms  were  defrauded,  was  to  be  entirely 
abolished 

Fifteenthly,  the  brethren  were  to  be  supplied  from  the 
chamber  with  tunics^  both  coarse  and  fine^  pilohes'  and 
shoea,  stamins^  and  breeches,^  and  leggings  thick  and  thin.

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and  those  in  the  old  style  when  a  ehange  was  needed« 
Each  monk  was  to  have  a  frock  and  cowl  once  eveiy 
year  at  the  least,  and  a  pair  of  travelling  shoes  eveiy 
year  and  a  half,  and  a  pair  of  nailed  boots  every  five 
years,  and  a  couple  of  woollen  garments^  every  four 
years  at  the  least.  Twelve  coverlets  were  to  be  distri- 
buted  by  the  chamberlain  among  the  monks  eveiy  year, 
and  materials  for  the  same  when  necessaiy,  but  tbe 
abbot  and  prior  were  at  liberty  to  diange  oftener  for  the 
honouB  of  the  monasteiy.  And  in  order  that  these  dis- 
tributions  should  be  carried  on  properly,  the  priors,  in 
company  with  the  chamberlain,  should  ascertain  which 
of  the  monks  stood  most  in  need  of  them.  The  doth  to 
be  of  a  rusaet  colour  and  no  other.  The  doaks  *  of  the 
monks  were  to  be  of  lambskin,  dog  skin,  or  rabbit 
skin,  and  the  cut  and  the  stitching  6f  all  these  garments 
were  to  be  uniform  throughout  the  monasteiy.  All  old 
garments  were  to  be  given  back  when  new  ones  were 
fumished,  except  pilches  and  leggings,  which  the  monks 
had  been  accustomed  to  give  away.  The  chamberlain 
was  also  to  see  that  the  garments  were  not  too  short,  or

If  any 
of  the  monks  aeeepted  garments  from  their  firiends  as 
ptceenli^  or  prorided  them  for  themssebres,  thejr  w»e 
to  mind  that  thejr  matcbed  in  every  leq^eet,  in  cot^ 
«titfhing,  and  eoloiir,  tbose  fiirnidied  by  the  ehamberlain. 
Tbis  and  tfae  bist  artide  were  to  be  acnipaloa&ly  observed 
mder  pain  of  the  greater  ezcommmueation. 

Sfxteenthly,  tbe  bo^tiUar  was  to  see  io  the  goests,  and 
principally  to  tbe  rerligion^  that  tbey  weie  propeity 
CDtertained  in  tbe  bob^QJary.  Tbose  hiethren  who 
arrired  early  weie  to  be  entertained  at  tbe  abbot's  table 
or  the  infinnary,  bot  thoee  wbo  arriTed  ]ate  weie  to  be 
taken  io  ibe  ho&tiQary,  and  the  boctlllar  was  togiye 
thempioperattendanee;eatingand  drinldng  witb  tfaemif 
opportonity  allowed^the  onder  eellarer  and  tbe  kitcfaener 
THiting  tbem  to  «««  tbat  notbing  was  wanting.  And  in 
ordcr  that  the  provisions  deliTeied  oot  ior  tbe  ose  of  the 
goests  shOTld  not  be  wasted  or  piliered  by  the  attend- 
anti^  M  had  HBed  to  be  done,  tbe  bc^iUar  was  to  haTe 
the  diaige  of  tbe  bread  and  beer,  so  tLat  the  goests 
migbt  be  serred  qniddy.  and  be  wa«  to  baTe  a  companion 
with  him  to  attend  to  the  secolar  gGest& 

Serenteenthly,  tbe  aocoont  of  tbe  stewards  of  tbe  eom- 
mnnity  was  to  be  audited  on  tLe  moirow  of  AU  SouL% 
and  tbe  andit  was  to  be  concmaed  ontil  ecHnpIetion ; 
fimr  of  the  monks  being  appointed  by  the  abbot  and 
cooTent  toT  thL$  porpo^,  two  of  tbem  being  tbe  kast 
snmb»'  before  wbom  acy  accoont  wai»  to  be  rendered. 
Immediately  after  tbis,  tbe  aocount  of  tbe  conunonity 
waa  to  be  rendered  and  au^iited  in  like  manner.  And 
xhen^  afiorjrding  to  tbe  rec-ript?.  au  e^timate  was  to  l«e 
made  of  tfce  eipenmtore  f  «r  tLe  f'-lIoiring  year  as  weI2 
in  tbe  kfl/i-Len  a.s  in  tbe  cs^rL^-r  TjT  tle  abl-ot  and  tLe 
ofaed]^tiarie&.   Afterward»,  iLsr  kitcbeiier,  tbe  *•  mskglbV:r 
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"  villsB,"^  the  chamberlain,  and  other  officials  were  in  their 
order  to  render  their  accounts,  all  of  which  were  to  be 
oompleted  before  the  Annunciation.  All  the  accounts 
of  stewai^ds,  the  obedientiaries,  and  the  community,  were 
to  be  written  by  two  sworn  clerks,  and  were  to  follow 
one  form,  always  beginning  and  ending  at  the  same  time* 
In  order  aLso  that  these  aocounts  might  be  tbe  more 
minutely  examined,  extents  and  rentals  of  all  the  manors 
were  to  be  made  and  deposited  in  the  treasury,  and  after 
the  completion  of  an  account  it  was  to  be  committed  to 
writing  and  read  before  the  abbot  and  convent  in  chapter, 
that  those  who  aoquitted  themselves  well  might  be  com- 
mended,  while  the  ill-behaved  and  negligent  were  gravely 
punished,  and  deprived  entirely  of  the  hope  of  future 
office. 

Eighteenthly,  none  of  the  officials  of  the  monaatery, 
either  within  or  without,  were  to  encumber  their  offices 
by  sales  of  tithes  or  lands  or  grants  of  corrodies  for 
terms  or  in  perpetuity  in  any  way,  unless  under  prefis^ 
ing  necessity,  and  then  with  the  knowledge  of  the  abbot 
and  the  consent  of  the  chapter.  Whosoever  procured 
anything  of  this  kind  to  be  done  fraudulently,  pretend- 
ing  tbat  he  was  burdened  with  debts  when  he  was  not, 
was,  upon  conviction,  to  be  gravely  punished,  and  sub- 
pended  from  office.  The  obedientiaries  were  not  to  be 
allowed  the  sale  of  tithes,  wool,  or  similar  goods,  but 
for  one  year  only,  and  such  sale  was  to  be  made,  not 
under  the  vendor's  own  seal,  but  under  the  common  seal, 
with  thc  knowledge  of  the  abbot,  and  by  the  advice  of  the 
senior  monks.  The  profits  of  each  cure  (alluding  to  the 
different  departments  of  sacrist,  chamberlain,  hostillar, 
and  others,  as  exemplified  in  the  register  B.  before  men-

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tioned  ^),  as  weU  in  money  as  in  hoFBes  and  AockB  and 
in  oifaer  tbings,  were,  on  the  death  or  resignation  of  its 
administratorH,  to  rem&in  withoat  any  dimination,  nor 
was  any  one  on  diBmisBal  from  his  office  to  presome  to 
tranBfin'  any  of  its  revenaes  elsewhere.  No  monk  or 
servant  of  the  moiiastery  was  to  have  saperflaous  dogs, 
or  to  encoorage  troahlesome  whelps  within  the  monas- 
tery  or  any  of  its  manors,  nor  was  any  one  to  barden 
the  manors  with  any  animals  without  the  knowledge  of 
the  abbot,  the  prior,  or  the  cellarer  The  obedientiaries 
also,  whether  witbin  the  monastery  or  withoat  in  the 
plaoes  pertaining  to  their  offices^  were  not  to  be  troable- 
soma  They  were  not  to  have  sporting  dogs  or  harriers, 
nor  more  horses  than  were  necessary  ;  and  all  oflenders 
in  this  respect  were  to  be  reprimancled ;  bat  if  afi^er  the 
second  time  they  did  not  reform  they  were  to  be  sos- 
pended  from  office,  and  if  contamacioas  to  be  dismissed 
altogeth^.  AU  transgreiisors  of  this  artide  were  ip80 
/acto  excommnnicate.  Those  also  who  had  been  gailty 
of  mal-ftdministration  in  their  offices^  or  had  nndaly 
bordened  the  same  with  debts,  were  to  be  dismissed 
thence  withoat  hope  of  recalL 

Nineteenthly,  the  infirmarer  was  to  fomish  the  sick 
liberally  with  all  neoessaries,  according  to  the  reqaire- 
ments  of  each  case,  and  according  to  the  advice  of  the 
doctor,  and  if  his  provisions  fell  short,  be  was  to  SLppeal 
to  the  abbot  or  prior^  who,  if  need  be,  woold  lose  no  time 
in  inAking  up  the  deficiency  by  a  generoas  supply  from 
tbe  eonunon  stock,  and  the  kitchener  and  ander-cellarer 
weie  to  visit  the  sick  every  day  in  order  to  leam  what 
diet  was  prescribed  tbem  by  the  doctors.  The  infirmary 
servants  and  others  were  to  abstain  from  making  a  noise 
when  they  passed  from  the  infirmary  to  tbe  garden,  and 
another  entrance  to  the  garden  was  to  be  made  so  that 
there  might  be  nothing  to  distorb  tbe  sick  wards. 


jtfalCyp.  xiii. 
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Twentieihly^  these  ordinances  were  to  be  read  openly  in 
the  chapter  in  the  presenoe  of  all,  four  times  a  year,  and 
copies  sent  to  all  the  priors  of  cells^  so  that  no  person 
might  plead  ignoranoe  of  them,  and  thus  set  up  an  ex- 
cuse  for  their  infraction  ;  and  all  trangressors  were  to  be 
punished  sharply,  according  to  the  gravity  of  their 
offence.  Priors  of  oells  neglecting  the  observance  of  the 
ordinances  so  far  as  they  were  applicable,  were  to  be 
deposed  from  their  offioe  by  the  abbot  at  his  visitation. 
If  the  prior  or  other  officers  of  the  monastery  were  de- 
jScient  in  their  duty,  they  were  to  be  wamed  twice, 
but  if  they  offended  a  third  time  they  were  to  be 
expelled  without  hope  of  ever  again  obtaining  office. 

Lastly,  if  the  abbot,  against  whom  accusations  were 
not  to  be  lightly  admitted,  were  oonvicted  of  any  breach 
of  the  foregoing  ordinances,  and  oould  show  no  plain 
necessity  or  unavoidable  excuse  for  the  same,  he  was  to 
be  punished  by  perpetual  deprivation,  his  rank  giving 
him  no  privileges  over  the  ordinary  monks. 

By  a  subsequent  ordinance  (Nov.  8,  1301)  the  number 
of  squires,  which  had  been  fixed  at  five,  was  increased  to 
six  on  the  petition  of  the  abbot. 

In  Fosbrooke'8  History  of  Gloucester  are  printed,  from 
Harleian  MS.  No.  913,  some  scandalous  verses  conceming 
an  abbot  of  St.  Peter's,  probably  Henry  Foliot  (A.D. 
1228-1243) :  they  are  amusing,  and  are  worth  repro- 
dudng  here,  though  I  am  not  inclined  to  rate  their 
bistorical  value  at  any  very  high  standard.  They  arose, 
a«  it  seems,  out  of  some  alleged  irregularities  in  the 
monastery  which  were  brought  under  the  notioe  of 
the  bishop  of  Worcester  at  one  of  his  visitationa  He 
visited  St.  Peter's  in  1239,  and  again  in  1242,  when, 
afler  a  particular  examination,  the  prior  and  others  were 
removed.    The  verses  are  as  follows : —

In  Malveme's  Register  are  entered  the  Statutes  of  the 
general  chapter  of  the  Benedictine  order  held  at  Coven- 
try  in  the  year  1618,  and  though  it  does  not  appear 
on  what  particular  occasion  these  statutes  were  passed, 
yet  as  they  still  further  illustrate  the  interior  life  of  the 
house,  a  summary  of  their  provisions  is  here  given.  The 
original  version  is  printed  in  the  Appendix. 

First,  the  brethren,  both  seniors  and  juniors,  who 
were  present  at  compline,  were  not,  after  they  had 
retired  to  the  dormitory,  to  come  down  again  to  gossip 
and  drink*. 

No  monk,  unless  by  the  previous  consent  of  the  sub- 
prior,  was  to  introduce  any  [  ]  ^  into  the  infirmary, 

or  any  places  contained  in  it,  and  none  of  the  brethren 
were  to  presume  in  any  way  to  use  immoderate  drinking 
there. 

No  brother,  on  a  day  when  he  had  dined  and  supped 
in  the  refectory,  wafi  to  presume  to  eat  meat  elsewhere, 
unless  in  the  presenoe  of  his  ofiicer,  by  his  direction  and 
special  license. 

No  monk,  having  a  double  pittanoe  of  food,  was 
allowed  to  sell  or  give  away  the  whole  or  any  part  of 
it  without  the  subprior^s  license. 

At  dinner  or  fiupper  time,  at  the  table  of  the  brethren, 
whether  in  the  misericord,^  or  in  the  places  appointed  in

and  a  dresser ;  a  place  diatinct  ftom 
the  rafectory. 
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the  monastery  for  refreshmrat,  there  wm  always  to  be 
readiiig,  which  was  to  be  liiitened  to  with  strict  attention, 
and  conTeraation  there  was  to  be  held  in  a  low  voice,  or 
entirelv  in  LatiiL 

Xo  one  was  to  take  refreshment  out  of  the  refectoiy 
on  fish  days,  except  those  to  whom  the  o£Beeiii  had, 
on  aooount  of  tiieir  infirmity,  or  any  reasonable  catise 
given  diapensatioiL 

The  monkfl  were  to  abstain  entirely  from  hunting  and 
hawking,  aocording  to  the  oouncil  held  by  Clement  Y., 
and  they  were  not  to  keep  sporting  dogs,  or  birds  of 
prey  within  the  precincta  of  the  monastery ;  but  tiiey 
were  to  restrain  themselTeft  honestly  and  religioualy 
in  their  recreations,  whoUy  avoiding  any  acandal  to 
reli^on. 

And  as  it  becomes  professors  of  the  same  religion  to 
be  uniform  and  of  one  habit,  it  was  directed  that  no 
monks  of  this  chapter  should  use  finer  or  more  omate 
dreBBes,  but  only  tunics,  amysses,^  sleeves,  and  black 
pilcheSy  ^  as  our  fiithers  of  old  had  deereed" 

Moreover,  it  was  ordained  that  the  twenty-third 
chapter  of  the  constitutions  of  Benedict  XIL,  entitled 
"  Conneming  leave  of  absence  firom  tbe  house,^  should  be

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more  diligently  and  strictly  observed ;  and  eveiy  abbot 
present  at  the  chapter,  and  the  proctors  of  those  absent, 
were  npon  their  retum  to  the  monastery  to  cause  these 
statutes  to  be  transcribed,  and  read  before  the  whole 
convent. 

In  the  year  1516  abbot  Malvem  founded  a  fratemity 
in  St  Peter's,  in  honour  of  the  Holy  Cross,  for  thirteen 
poor  men  to  be  caUed  Peter's  Men,  and  he  also  issued 
oertain  ordinances  for  their  govemment,  describing  their 
duties  in  detaiL  These  ordinances  are  entered  in  Mal- 
vem's  Register  in  English  as  well  as  in  Latin,  and 
as  they  contain  interesting  particulars  conoeming  the 
monastery  at  a  hite  period  of  its  career,  I  print  them 
here  verbatim.

'  seyde  by  the  abbat  in  his  hall,  yefe  he  be  presente ;  and 
'  there  to  receve  every  of  them  one  penny  by  the 
'  handy s  of  the  saide  abbat.  Ande  yefe  hit  shall  fortune 
^  any  of  the  saide  pore  men  by  reson  of  actuall  syckenes 
'  to  be   absent  any  weke  or  dayes,  for  that  tyme  so 

beynge  to  receve  and  take  but  halfie  ther  wages,  and 
^  evermore  that  thei  ne  departe  ne  goo  out  of  the  towne 
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"  witlioate  expresqrd  lycens  sxede  and  optayned  of  the 
"  aeide  abbat,  or  prior  of  tlie  monasteiy  in  bis  absens, 
'^  and  doryng  the  tyme  of  ther  abeens  nether  to  reoeve 
"*  ne  to  be  payde  wages.  And  fiuthennore^  for  eveiy 
'  ptime;  maaBey  dirige,  eyenaon,  oomplen,  processyons, 
^*  aa  aCoresayde,  yeff  thei  be  abeent  firom  the  hole  or 
"  anj  of  them  for  every  tyme  to  loesse  hal^^^enny ;  and 
**  fiir  ther  abflens  from  parte  of  the  aaide  homes  other- 
*  wyae  then  afore  lymmyt^  without  urgente  neoeeqrte 
«  as  makyng  of  water  or  suche  other  caosys  necessary, 
'  eveiy  lyme  to  loese  fiirthing ;  and  for  not  weryng 
«  the  saide  abbyt,  hode,  or  bedys  as  afore  assigned,  f or 
^  eveiy  tyme  spyedesotransgressyngto  loesehalQ)enny: 
*"  and  that  the  prior  of  them  make  dewe  reporte  and 
**  aoompte  on  the  Saterday  to  ther  paymaster  of  all  and 
'^  angler  of  ther  tranflgresflyons  and  foiysfactaryft  in 
"  payne  of  loeeyng  fonre  pence :  and  to  the  fbrthur  per'- 
'  formance  of  the  same  and  charges  aforesaide  the 
**  celerer  for  to  pay  in  recompence  of  hys  brede^  ale,  and 
"  mony  with  other  of  his  charges,  shall  pay  yerely  at 
"  the  feste  of  the  Annnnciacione  of  owre  Lady  and  Saynte 
''  Mychell  tharchangell  six  ponnds  three  shillingB  fonre 
'<  pence  by  eqoall  portions  to  the  handys  of  the  amncr, 
**  and  the  resydew,  with  all  other  diaiges  necessary  aa 
^  aforesaide,  to  be  bome  by  the  anmer  of  his  y ssues  of 
*^  the  maner  of  Standyshe  delyyerede  and  payed  to  tbe 
^  sayde  sopprior  and  paymaster  at  all  tymes  a  monetb 
**  aforehande,  without  any  deJay  or  excose  to  the  oon* 
'*  tnuy,  in  good  mony,  to  whome  as  aforesayde  the  charge 
"  of  this  tmly  to  be  observede  ys  oommyttede^  and  to 
**  rede  and  dechure  the  saide  ordinance  to  them  at  tbe 
^  ende  of  eveiy  quarter  in  the  yere  playnly,  so  that 
'*  they  shall  pretende  no  ygnorance  therin,  without 
''  any  forther  addyqron,  subtiaction,  or  interpretacion  of 
"*  thesame/' 
From  the  Quo  Warranto  and  Assize  Bolls  t  bave  col- 
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lected  a  few  pariiciilan  rdative  to  St.  Peter^s  iriiidi 
inay  not  be  nninterestiiig. 

In  tbe  fiffy-foortb  year  of  Heniy  III.  Bobert  Syde 
of  Eastleadi  killed  with  a  stone  at  Eastleach  Henij 
Fitz  Jobn,  a  Bervant  of  the  abbot  of  Gloaoester.^ 

By  an  inqtdaition  taken  at  GlonceBter  in  tbe  seoond 
year  of  Edward  L  it  waa  fonnd  tbat  Oiles  de  Berkeley 
bad  aboat  tbe  featiYal  of  tbe  Asoenaion  bist  past  placed 
a  diest  containing  seyenty  poonds  and  certain  cbarters 
undemeatb  St.  Paul's  altar  in  tbe  monasteryy  leaving  it 
in  cbarge  of  one  of  tbe  monks,  bat  sbortly  afterwards  it 
was  foond  broken  open,  and  tbe  money  stolen.  It  was 
also  foand  tbat  Jobn  Fitz  Boger  le  Bedel  of  Yarkele, 
one  of  the  monastery  servants,  Henry  de  Kerewent,  and 
John^  his  brotber,  w^«  the  gailty  partieSy  haying  com- 
mitted  tbe  tbeft  while  the  monks  were  either  at  dinner 
or  supper ;  but  they  made  good  their  fligbt,  and  nothing 
more  was  heard  of  tbem.' 

In  the  eighth  year  of  Edward  L  Bicbard  Marshal  of 
Clifford  killed  with  a  knife,  at  Clifford,  Walter,  a  servant 
of  the  abbot  of  Glouoester.* 

In  the  tenth  year  of  Edward  I.  Walter  Alfrege,  a 
mower  of  the  abbot  of  Gloucester,  killed  with  a  batchet, 
at  Aldsworth,  one  of  his  fellow  senrants,  WiUiam  Cleura, 
a  shepherd.^ 

On  Saturday,  the  feast  of  S.  Clement,  38  Edward  III., 
it  happened  that  a  oertain  John  PemBard  was  found 
Idlled  in  the  ''ostplrie"  of  the  abbey,  in  a  ohamber 
there  called  Penzarduschaumbre.  Thereupon  an  iaqui- 
sition  was  taken  before  the  coroner  on  tbe  Monday 
followiagy  and  it  was  found  that  on  the  Tbursday  nezt 
before  the  feast  of  S.  Luke,  in  the  same  year,  a  certain

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There  iiow  remain  for  eonsideratioD  many  charlerB  and 
docaments  in  ihe  Gloooester  cartularyy  iUnstrativey  more 
or  less,  of  the  aodal  condition  of  mediaeval  times ;  but  it 
voald  beimpoesible  to  treat  of  them  seriatim.  I  propoee, 
therefore,  to  adopt  a  daaaification  of  the  snbjects  to 
whidi  they  relatCy  whereby  all  the  salient  points  of 
intereet  will  be  readily  plaoed  befiore  the  reader.  Tbe 
firilowing  phui  will  be  obeerved : — 

1.  Agricaltnre,  and  management  of  manors. 

2.  Tennres,  rents,  and  servioesw 

3.  Bivine  service,  and  matters  connected  therewith. 

4.  Belk 

5.  Willsu 

6.  Ardutectar& 

1.  Agrieultwre,  amd  memagememt  of  mofMTs, 

As  agricaltarists  and  judidoas  managers  of  properiy 
the  monks  of  a  Benedictine  hoase  had  no  eqoals.  They 
were  badnesBlike^  exact,  and  prompt  in  their  dealing& 
They  reqoired  from  their  tenants  and  servants  a  jost  and 
fiuthfol  performance  of  their  different  services  and  taaks ; 
bot  while  they  did  so  they  were  not  hard  or  angratefal 
mastersL  The  constitotions  and  regalations  contained  in 
the  Gloocester  cartalary  with  regard  to  the  management 
.of  thdr  manoTB  are  remarkable  for  the  minuteness  with 
which  the  details  of  work  are  considered,  and  when 
viewed  by  persons  of  a  candid  and  onbiassed  mind  they 
most  fiimish  something  of  an  answer  to  the  charges  of 
careless  living,  wasting  of  revenues,  and  general  profli- 
gacy  which  are  so  broadly  and  so  recklessly  broaght 
against  the  monasteries.  They  are,  as  I  firmly  believe, 
the  prodaction,  not  of  a  paroel  of  drunken  and  besotted 
monks,  but  of  intelligent  landlords  and  agricaltorists, 
who  had  a  due  care  for  the  stewardship  of  the  things 
committed  to  their  charge.  Agricultare  was  one  of  the 
leading  features  of  the  Benedictine  ordery  and  in  this  art 
the  monks  achieved  a  great  success.

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The  following  is  a  gaminaty  of  the  Glouoester  regu- 
lationa  oontained  in  voL  3,  pp.  106  and  213.  Their  date 
13  nnknown. 

No  money  belonging  to  the  conunune  was  to  be  paid 
anywhere  elae  but  at  the  exchequer,  and  this  in  the 
presenoe  of  the  buraars  or  receivers ;  nor  was  anj  money 
received  £ix>m  them  to  be  spent,  exoept  by  their  hands. 
And  if  any  one,  whether  steward  or  other  officer  of  the 
monastery,  received  money  for  the  use  of  the  house  by 
order  of  the  abbot  or  cellarer,  he  was  to  go  to  the  exche- 
quer  as  soon  aa  he  retumed  home,  to  aooount  for  his 
receipts  and  expense»  before  the  receivers. 

The  receivers  were,  oftener  than  they  had  been  accus- 
tomed,  to  view  the  state  of  the  receipts  and  expenses, 
that  they  might  leam  the  arrears  of  rents,  finee,  amerce* 
ments,  pensiona,  and  other  things,  whereupon  they  were 
to  write  to  the  bailifis  to  send  home  such  airearB.  C!on- 
ceming  the  arrears  of  pensions  the  receivers  were  to 
request  the  abbot  to  procure  them  to  be  paid  and 
accounted  for. 

The  receivers  were  not  to  pay  money  to  creditors 
having  tallies  against  the  cellarer,  sub-oellarer,  or  kit- 
chener,  unless  they  held  oounter  tallies,  and  were  oertain 
that  such  tallies  were  good,  and  this  in  the  presence  of 
the  cellarer,  sub-oellarer,  or  kitchener. 

Nothing  was  to  be  paid  in  respect  of  the  kitchen 
unless  the  kitchener  showed  a  tally  written  with  his 
own  hand,  or  admitted  his  liability  by  word  of  mouth« 

Transcripts  of  obligations,  of  acquittances  of  money, 
and  other  things,  and  of  charters  for  term  of  life  were  to 
remain  with  the  receivers  under  lock  and  key ;  and  the 
obligations,  acquittances,  and  charters  themselves  weie 
to  be  replaced  in  the  treasury  in  a  particular  pouch,  and 
a  memorandum  made  at  the  exchequer  in  which  pouch 
they  were  placed,  and  numbered 

The  sub-cellarer  was  to  see  that  the  bi«ad  and  malt 
and  com  for  the  annivenMuries  of  abbots  were  biought 
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boiDe  properly,  and  Teesswed  hj  «me  tnistworthy  penoD, 
wbo  shoold  sirike  a  tally  against  the  leeves  ibr  soch 
thiDgsL  The  sub-cellarer  and  pantler  were  not  to  pre- 
smne  to  sell  eom  or  malt  on  any  pretence ;  nor  was  com 
•  or  mali  to  be  retained  by  tbem  in  any  of  the  manois: 
bnt  ]f  they  eonld  make  any  spare  thereo^  it  was  to  be  re- 
]daeed  and  kept  in  the  great  honse  within  the  monasieiy. 
Noching  was  to  be  taken  thenoe  or  expended  mdess 
with  the  knowledge  of  the  cellarer.  And  whatever  was 
idd  cr  resenred  in  the  hooae,  ii  was  always  to  be  done 
throi^  the  medinm  of  the  cellarer. 

The  eellarer  and  kitchener  were  to  boy  cattle,  pigs, 
geeae^  rftickens^  and  soch  like  neeessaries  withoat  the 
town  of  Glooeester  by  means  of  faithfnl  bailifis  or  ser- 
^ants^  aoeording  to  the  different  seasons  of  the  year,  as 
neeessity  ahoiild  leqaire. 

The  kitcfaener  was  to  see  that  he  had  in  the  kitdien 
the  neccaiaiy  cooks,  servants^  and  lads,  &ithfal,  diligent, 
and  carefnl,  and  not  soperflaons  in  nombery  who  woald 
do  all  things  in  the  kitchen  at  his  bidding  (ad  nutum 
fmum.)  withont  marmoring  or  ezcose.  He  was  alao  to 
aee  to  thoae  whose  bnsineas  it  was  to  prepare  good  soap 
to  be  jJaeed  before  the  brethren,  as  well  in  the  refee- 
tory  as  in  the  infirmary ;  and  if  any  of  the  cooks  were 
nc^^ent  in  their  daty,  or  contrary,  or  refaellioaS)  and 
did  not  make  amends  after  correction,  they  were  to 
be  removed. 

The  parchasers  af  foniand  fish  at  Bristol  or  elsewhere 
were  immediately  apon  their  retum  home  to  repair  to 
tbe  cxcheqaer,  and  render  a  iaitbfnl  accoant  of  their 
reeeipks  and  expenses  (they  being  swom  to  perform  tbeir 
scrviee  CuthfaUy)  ;  and  as  often  as  large  purcbases  were 
made,  whether  of  cattle  or  other  thines,  aome  prodent 
■Mmk  or  lay  brother  was  to  Le  sent  with  the  parchaser 
to  testify  to  the  recmpts  and  expenses. 

The  same  parchasersalao  were,  immediately  after  tbey 
had  bc^^^  any  beasts^  to  place  some  mark  apon  tbera, 

g2 
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so  that  when  they  caxae  home  they  might  be  checked  by 
the  cellarer  or  kitchener ;  and  the  purchasers  were  to 
render  an  accoont  atthe  exchequer  of  each  head  of  cattle 
or  other  beast/and  its  price;  and  these  beasts  were  to  be 
delivered  by  tallies  to  the  kitchener  or  to  the  bailiffs  of  • 
manors  for  the  plough,  a  memorandum  being  made  at  the 
exchequer :  and  so  it  would  appear  at  the  end  of  the 
year  how  many  beasts  the  kitchener  received  from  pur- 
chases,  and  how  many  from  the  manors.  Tallies  also 
were  to  be  struck  against  the  bailiffs  conceming  the 
purohase  of  these  beasts,  that  they  might  answer  upon 
their  account. 

The  cellarer  and  sub-oellarer  were  to  inquire  diligently 
if  the  forester  and  the  hedgers  in  Wivekugge  conducted 
themselves  fisdthfully  in  their  work,  and  the  forester  was 
to  be  frequently  examined  by  the  sub-cellarer^  because  it 
was  alleged  that  both  he  and  the  hedgers  committed 
frauds,  as  well  conceming  the  thoms  as  in  their  work. 

The  carters  of  Wivelrugge  were  also  to  be  frequently 
examined  concerning  these  things  by  the  sub-cellarer,  as 
well  by  personal  inspection  as  by  inquisition,  and  the 
same  to  be  done  with  regard  to  the  "  marinatores." 

The  cellarer  and  sub-cellarer  were  to  provide  one  or 
two  carts,  with  the  requisite  horses,  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  bushwood  in  the  summer  time  from  Frocester 
and  Buckholt  and  elsewhere  from  the  groves,  as  should 
bo  ordained,  lest  there  should  be  a  deficiency  in  the 
winter  in  the  monastery,  as  had  theretofore  been  the 
case. 

The  cellarer  was  to  provide  from  the  nearest  manors, 
every  week,  trusses  of  litter  to  be  placed  under  the  horses 
iu  the  stables,  when  necessary,  so  that  there  should  not 
be  such  a  waste  of  hay  as  formerly. 

The  sub-cellarer  was  more  frequently  than  he  had  been 
accustomed  to  visit  and  examine  the  millers  in  the  great 
house,  the  brewers  in  the  brewery,  and  the  bakers  in  the 
bakery,  to  see  whether  they  were  faithful  and  skilful 
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and  sofficieiit  in  their  work.  And  he  was  to  wam  the 
brewer  not  in  any  way  to  nse  bad  or  nseless  malt  for  the 
oonTent  beer,  on  pain  of  dismiBsal  Bnt  if  hj  cbance 
any  bailiff  sent  bad  malt  to  the  brewery,  the  brewer  was 
to  retain  it,  and  to  purchase  a  corresponding  qnantity  of 
good  malt  in  the  town,  making  a  tally  thereoC  And  the 
bailiff  who  sent  the  bad  malt  was,  by  way  of  pnmsh- 
ment,  to  pay  ont  of  his  own  pocket  for  the  good  malt 
which  the  breWer  was  forced  to  bnj.  And  the  snb- 
oeDaier  was,  as  &r  as  possible,  to  see  that  the  monastery 
was  always  snpplied  witib  dear  strained  beer. 

When  the  eellarer  went  from  the  monasteiy  to  visit 
any  manor,  he  was  to  inqnire  whether  the  bailiff  was 
discreet  and  diligent,  and  carefnl  abont  the  wain-honse, 
and  whether  proper  reverence  and  respect  were  paid  him 
by  the  servants  and  workmen ;  also  whether  the  reeve, 
keeper  of  the  grange,  or  reaper  managed  their  offices  to 
the  advantage  of  the  monastery,  conceming  which  they 
were  to  be  examined  by  virtne  of  process  or  attachment. 

The  cellarer  was  on  every  visit  to  a  manor  to  reduoe 
to  writing,  before  he  left,  a  state  of  its  receipts  and 
expenses,  and  when  he  left  he  was  to  enjoin  the  reeve 
and  the  keeper  of  the  grange  that  every  month,  at  the 
least,  and  oftener  if  possible,  they  shonld  acconnt  for 
their  receipts  and  expenses  before  the  bailiff  of  the 
manor,  and  commit  them  to  writing,  that  the  cellarer  at 
his  coming  might  be  certified  thereof 

Bailifis  of  manors  were  not  to  have  as  many  lads  as 
formerly,  nor  were  they  to  have  foals,  sheep,  oxen,  or 
pigs,  or  any  other  beast  in  any  of  the  mano»  belonging 
to  the  monastery,at  the  monastery^s  expense,  withont  the 
special  licence  of  the  abbot  or  cellarer. 

We  then  have  a  still  more  interesting  code  of  rules 
conceming  the  management  of  manors,  entitled  "  Scrip- 
"  tum  quoddam  super  dispositione  domus  et  familiff." 
The  following  is  a  summary : — 

The  reeve  was  once  every  month,  at  the  least,  to  canse 
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these  articles  to  be  recited  openly  before  him  and  his 
companion  the  reaper  ;  and  he  was  to  observe  to  the  best 
of  his  power,  with  diligence  and  care^  on  pain  of  resti- 
tution,  the  precepts  contained  therein,  unless  excuaed  bj 
some  manifest  or  urgent  or  reasonable  cause^  to  be  shown 
before  his  superior  when  required. 

Firstly,  one  month  before  Michaehnas  all  the  bondmen 
of  the  different  manors  were  to  be  summoned  to  that 
manor  where  they  were  bom,  and  there  before  the  "  lod 
serviens  "  it  was  to  be  ascertained  who  were  fit  to  be 
retained  in  the  lord^s  service,  and  in  what  service,  and 
where,  and  at  what  wages;  it  being  understood  that 
whenever  the  bailiff  of  the  place  chose  they  were  to  be 
removed  from  one  place  to  another  at  the  lord's  con- 
venience,  saving  to  them  their  former  wages.  No  one  was 
to  be  admitted  to  the  lord's  service  without  finding  good 
pledges  for  his  faithfiil  service  and  for  the  performance 
of  negleoted  duties. 

Tlie  servants  were  to  take  charge  of  the  horses,  and  to 
perform  such  other  ofKcea  as  should  be  assigned  them,  on 
festival  and  ferial  days  ;  nor  were  they  to  absent  them- 
selves  &om  the  court  without  spedal  licence. 

No  servants  in  any  way  related  to  the  •'serviens/' 
reeve,  bedel,  or  other  superior  were  to  serve  under  them, 
but,  if  found  fitting,  they  were  to  be  sent  to  some  other 
place  in  the  lord's  service. 

The  servants  at  the  proper  hour  of  the  day,  aooording 
to  the  season,  were  to  be  at  their  ploughs,  and  to  plough 
without  injuring  or  distressing  the  beasts ;  nor  were  they 
to  employ  substitutes  at  this  work  without  the  special 
leave  of  the  "  serviens  "  or  reeve,  and  this  leave  was  not 
to  be  given  without  maniftst  cause. 

No  iron  or  nails  were  to  be  delivered  out  to  the  carters 
unless  they  previously  returned  the  old  iron,  or  gave  a 
reasonable  excuse  for  not  so  doing.  The  ploughmen  also 
were  not  to  have  any  iron  delivered  out  to  them  for  the 
ploughs  before  the  reeve  had  ascertained,  by  his  own 
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penonal  mspection,  for  what  it  was  reqnired,  and  the 
neoesnry  qnantity. 

Ako  no  dairy woman,^  taking  her  foll  wages  or  allow^ 
ance,  was  to  cany  on  ber  own  work  within  the  lord'B 
coort,  bnt  having  diapatched  the  affairs  relating  to  her 
office,  ahe  waa  to  apply  herself  to  other  work  in  the  conrt. 

AJbo  no  servant  to  be  in  the  court  withont  some 
spedal  work  being  assigned  to  him,  and  if  that  shonld 
not  be  sofficient  to  occupy  his  time,  then  other  work  to 
beadded 

Also  one  servant,  of  tried  fidelity  and  care  was  to  sleep 
in  the  hall  of  the  conrt  every  night^  and  at  the  end  of 
every  day^s  work  he  was  to  close  the  outer  door  and 
keep  the  key  in  his  own  cnstodyy  so  that  he  might  re- 
open  it  the  first  thing  on  the  following  moming.  He 
waa  also  to  swear  that  he  wonld  not  let  any  one  in  or 
out  withont  good  and  approved  cause. 

AIso  there  were  to  be  within  each  ox-stall  "  cordellfle  " 
of  equal  length,  containing  sufficient  hay  for  each  team 
of  oxen  or  horses  every  night 

No  useless  or  unprofitable  beasts  were  to  be  kept 
throughout  the  winter  to  the  waste  of  hay  and  fodder. 

No  sale  of  com  to  be  made  without  spedal  direction. 

No  steward  to  ride  any  bullock  belonging  to  the  court 
at  any  time^  or  to  lend  him  for  riding,  unless  for  good 
and  reasonable  cause. 

AIso  no  new  buildings  or  other  works  to  be  com- 
menced,  nor  any  servant  to  be  engaged,  or  hoise  put  in 
the  stable,  without  permission.

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Salt  and  flour  were  to  be  distributed  to  the  servants 
in  proper  quantities,  and  also  to  the  dairy woman»  who 
should  be  swom  to  keep  it  safely,  and  to  distribute  it 
properly. 

No  money,  or  anything  else  belonging  to  the  manor, 
to  be  delivered  to  any  one  but  the  steward,  or  to  be 
received  by  any  other  person,  he  having  the  entire  charge 
of  the  receipts  and  expenses. 

Also  every  fortnight,  at  the  least,  the  steward  was  to 
inquire  of  the  dairy woman  conceming  the  fowls,  eggs,  and 
chickens,  and  the  geese  and  ducks  under  her  care. 

The  steward  in  all  his  account  to  have  due  regard  to 
economy. 

All  the  workmen  to  come  early  to  work  with  proper 
tools,  and  to  perform  their  labour  faithfuUy,  and  to  go 
away  at  the  accustomed  and  stated  hours ;  and  none  to 
be  allowed  to  work  who  were  under  age  or  not  of 
suffident  strength 

Every  steward  winnowing  com  was  to  measure  it 
with  the  same  bushel  as  was  used  in  the  market. 

All  calves,  young  pigs,  lambs,  and  colts  to  be  marked. 

The  accounts  of  the  various  stewards  to  be  on  rolls  of 
parchment  with  proper  titles. 

Then  follow  certain  other  injunctions,  to  which  the 
stewards  were  not  swom;  they  apply  prindpally  to 
agricultural  affairs,  and  their  provisions  are  very  nume- 
rous  and  minute.  According  to  them  boundaries  were 
not  to  be  altered  without  reasonable  cause  ;  the  demesne 
lands  were  to  be  properly  ploughed,  and  sown  with  the 
choicest  seed ;  no  exchanges  of  lands  were  to  be  mp.de  ; 
waste  and  uncultivated  places  were  to  be  reclaimed  ;  th^ 
stubble  in  the  fields  was  to  be  collected  for  thatching 
roofs  and  for  the  oven  ;  the  giound,  after  sheep  had  been 
penned  there  or  dung  had  been  strewed,  was  to  be  tumed 
over  once,  and  the  dung  dug  in,  so  that  it  might  not  be 
washed  away  by  the  rain ;  together  with  many  other 
regulations  which  will  be  found  interesting. 
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2.  Tewwres^  re7vt8,  and  servicea. 

In  the  nuuior  of  lattleton  a  viigaie  of  Lmd  held  in 
Tillenage  was  let  to  farm  for  five  sbillingB  a  year,  and 
besides  this  the  tenant  was  to  plough  for  the  lord  twioe 
in  fhe  jeor  (valne  4td.).  He  was  on  thoee  days  to  eat  at 
the  lord^s  table,  and  to  give  five  bnshels  and  a  qnarter  of 
barleyfor chirBaec  (valne  3«.  ScZ.).  He  was  to  harrow  the 
lord's  Lmd  at  Lent  until  it  was  entirely  sown  (value  4^) ; 
to  hoe  the  lord  s  com  for  three  days  (value  2^.)  ;  to  cairy 
the  lord^s  hay  (value  2d,),  to  plant  beans  for  one  day 
(valne  ^.)  ;  to  wash  and  shear  the  lord's  wetheis  (vaiue 
4<2.)  ;  to  make  a  stack  of  hay^  in  the  court  (value  \d.) ;  to 
perform  summage  at  Andover  and  Lut^^areshale  (value 
Zd.  per  annum) ;  to  mow  two  acres  and  a  half  every 
week  duiing  the  autumn  (value  in  the  whole  38.  2^^.) ; 
to  perform  three  bederipes  in  tbe  autumn  with  two  men 
subsistiDg  at  the  Iord's  table  (value  3d[.,  such  subsistence 
being  deducted)  ;  to  carry  the  lord's  com  in  the  autumn 
(value48.)  ;  and  if  hedid  not  reap  or  carry,  then  to  thrash 
the  lord's  com  to  the  same  value ;  to  gather  nuts  for  half  a 
day  (value  ^.)  :  thus  making  the  value  of  iliese  services 
beyond  the  &rm  of  five  shillings»  12^.  2^. 

The  tenant  of  a  half  virgate  of  the  same  land  was  to 
plougfa  for  the  lord  twice  in  the  year  (value  2d.) ;  he 
was  ako  on  those  days  to  eat  with  the  lord,  and  to  give 
chirsaec  aocording  to  his  portion  (value  19(2.) ;  to  harrow 
(value  4t\d.) ;  to  hoe  (value  2\d.) ;  to  perform  operations 
relating  to  hay  as  if  he  held  an  entire  viigate  (value 
2d) ;  to  plant  beans  (value  ^.)  ;  to  wash  and  shear  the 
Iord's  sheep  (value  ^d.) ;  to  make  a  stack  (value  ^d.)  ; 
to  perform  summage  (value  lid.) ;  to  mow,  as  for  one 
viigate  (value  Ss.  2^d.);  to  peifoim  three  bederipes 
(value  Sd.) ;  to  eat  with  the  lord  on  those  days,  and  to 
carry  his  com  in  the  autumn  (value  of  such  carriage  4a),

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or  to  thrash  to  the  same  value ;  to  collect  nuts  (value 
^d.)  :  sum  total  of  the  work,  108.  Sd. 

In  the  manor  of  Linkenholt  the  tenant  of  a  virgate  in 
villenage  was  subject  to  perform  the  foUowing  services : 
to  plough  twice  in  the  year  for  the  lord,  and  on  such 
occasions  to  eat  at  hiatable  (value  of  the  ploughing  4d)  ; 
to  harrow  the  lord'8  land  between  Ohristmas  and  the 
Purification  (value  4t^.)  ;  to  hoe  the  lord*s  com  for  three 
days  (value  l^d) ;  to  give  one  penny  towards  mowing 
the  lord's  meadow,  and  to  be  at  the  carrying  whenever 
it  took  place  (value  6d);  to  plant  beans  for  a  day 
(value  ^d.) ;  to  clear  out  the  forage  from  the  diflFerent 
houses  of  the  lord*s  court  for  a  day  (value  ^.) ;  to  wash 
and  shear  the  lord's  sheep  for  two  days  (vaJue  4d)  ;  to 
perform  summage  thrice  in  the  year  (value  Sd.)  ;  to  mow 
every  week  in  the  autumn  (value  3«.  2id)  ;  to  perform 
two  bederipes  with  one  man ;  and  to  eat  with  the  lord 
(value  id.) ;  to  carry  the  lord's  com  in  the  autumn 
(value  28.  8d);  and  to  have  one  sheaf  the  day  he 
ploughed:  sum  total  of  the  work,  8«.  l^d 

In  the  manor  of  Bulley  the  holder  of  a  messuage  with 
a  curtilage  and  three  acres  of  land  paid  8«.  6d.  a  year ; 
and  he  was  to  perform  three  bederipes  in  the  autumn 
with  one  man,  namely  two  bederipes  at  his  own  cost 
(value  3d.),  and  the  third,  the  lord  providing  food  (value 
beyond  such  food  Id.) ;  to  give  one  fowl  at  Christmas 
(value  Id.);  to  collect  and  carry  the  lord's  hay  for  one 
day  (value  ^d.)  ;  and  on  his  death  his  best  beast  to  be 
given  to  the  lord  as  a  heriot :  sum  total  of  the  rent  with 
customs,  3s.  ll^d. 

In  the  manors  of  Clifford,  Bocland,  Guting,  and 
Hynetone  the  holder  of  a  messuage  with  a  curtilage  and 
two  acres  of  land  paid  three  shillings  a  year,  and  was  to 
give  aid  according  to  the  number  of  beasts;  to  give 
pannage,  namely  for  a  pig  more  than  one  year  old  one 
penny,  and  for  a  younger  pig  one  halfpenny  until  he 
was  able  to  be  separated  ;  and  if  he  brewedfor  sale,  then 
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to  give  twelve  gallonB  of  beer  as  toll,  ar  its  Tiilue ;  to 
fedeem  his  0on  and  daaghter ;  not  to  sell  hones  or  oxen 
withoat  licence ;  and  on  his  death  the  lord  to  haye  hia 
best  beast  as  a  heriot 

Bichard  de  Porta,  who  held  a  virgate  of  land  and  half 
an  acre  of  meadow  (the  virgate  consisting  of  36  acres), 
was  sabject  to  perform  these  services;  to  plongh  hidf 
an  acre  in  winter,  and  half  an  acre  in  hait,  aud  to 
harrow  the  same  at  seed-time  (value  id,) ;  to  perform 
manoal  labonr  with  one  man  for  fonr  days  every  week 
6om  Michaelmas  to  the  feast  of  S.  Peter  ad  Yinciila 
(valne  of  each  day  \d.) ;  to  perform  snmmage  at  Qlon- 
cester  twice  a  year  (valne  8d);  also  on  the  fifth  or 
sixth  day  each  week,  according  to  the  lord's  will,  to 
perfisrm  snmmage  at  Hinetone  or  Bodande  (valne  of 
each  day  l^d)  ;  to  wash  and  shear  the  lords  sheep  for 
two  days  (valne  Id.) ;  to  mow  the  Iord*8  meadow  for 
fonr  days  (valne  of  eadi  day^  beyond  the  work  dne,  Id,) ; 
to  collect  and  carry  the  Iord'8  hay  for  three  days  and 
longer,  if  necessary  (valne  of  each  day  ^,,  the  work  not 
being  allowed)  ;  to  carry  the  lord's  hay  for  one  day  (valne 
2d,  beyond  the  mannal  work  of  that  day,  which  is  ex- 
tended  at  |(2.) ;  to  carry  bnshwood  wherever  the  lord 
wished,  the  work  of  one  day  being  allowed  ;  to  perform 
two  bederipes  before  S.  Peter  ad  Vincnla  with  two  men 
(valne  3(2.) ;  and  from  the  feast  of  S.  Peter  ad  Yincula 
to  Michaelmas  to  work  with  one  man  for  five  days  every 
week  in  the  lord's  harvest  (valne  of  each  day  l^d.)  ;  to 
perform  eight  bederipes  with  two  men  (valne  &.) ;  to 
carty  the  lord's  com  twioe  a  week  for  fonr  weeks  (value 
of  each  day^  beyond  the  manual  work,  l^d.) ;  to  carry 
mows  of  com  to  the  lord^s  grange  for  one  day  (valne  ^.)  ; 
to  give  aid  according  to  the  quantity  of  land  and  the 
nnmber  of  beasts ;  and  if  he  brewed  for  sale,  to  give 
twelve  gallons  of  beer  for  toll,  or  its  valne;  to  give 
pannage,  namely  for  a  pig  more  than  one  year  old  one 
penny,  and  for  a  yonnger  pig  one  halfpenny,  nntil  he 
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was  able  to  be  separated ;  not  to  sell  horses  or  oxen 
without  lioenoe ;  to  redeem  his  son  and  daughter ;  and 
on  his  death  the  lord  to  have  his  best  beast  as  a  heriot : 
value  of  the  works  in  the  autumn,  8«.  O^d. 

This  service  gives  us  an  interesting  view  of  the  agri- 
cultural  hibours  performed  by  the  different  tenants 
during  oue  year,  which,  for  this  purpose,  is  divided  into 
two  unequal  portions,  the  first  beginning  on  Michaelmas 
Day  (September  29),  and  ending  on  the  feast  of  S.  Peter 
ad  Yincula  (August  1),  during  which  period  sheep- 
shearing  and  haymaking  are  prominent,  the  second  run- 
ning  from  August  1  to  September  29,  when  all  the 
operations  of  harvesting  and  brewing  are  performed. 

Certain  tenants  of  the  manors  belonging  to  St.  Peter  s 
were  at  one  time  subject  to  perform  this  service  ;  namely, 
when  any  monk  rode  any  where  on  the  business  of  the 
church  the  tenant  was  to  find  a  squire  with  a  proper 
horse  to  follow  him  throughout  England,  and  to  serve 
him  from  the  time  of  his  departure  from  the  monastery 
until  his  retum,  and  to  carry  upon  his  own  horse  the 
fuiTiiture  of  such  monk's  bed,  also  a  book^  cresset,  eandles, 
two  loaves,  and  half  a  sextary  of  wine  or  beer ;  and  they 
were  to  be  ready  to  perform  this  for  half  a  year,  as  often 
as  they  were  summoned ;  and  when  the  squire  tarried 
within  the  monastery  on  account  of  such  service  he  was 
to  receive  every  day  two  squire's  loaves  with  beer  and 
one  dish  from  the  kitchen.  If  his  horse  died  in  the  ser- 
vice  ten  shillings  were  to  be  allowed  by  the  monastery. 
At  various  times  this  service  was  by  mutual  agreement 
between  the  abbot  and  the  tenants  commuted  forothera; 
thus  it  fell  to  the  lot  of  William  de  Ocholte,  a  tenant  in 
Upton,  to  attend  every  year  in  the  monastery  on  the 
festival  day  of  SS.  Peter  and  Paul,  and  after  dinner 
before  the  washing  of  hands  to  cover  the  table  with 
white  towels  in  the  presence  of  the  abbot,  and  after 
washing  then  to  remove  the  same.  Another  tenant 
commuted  his  service  for  that  of  pouring  out  the  water 
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for  the  abbot  to  wasL  his  hands  in  the  great  hall ;  aDother 
was  to  bring  the  knife  to  table  with  which  the  abbot  s 
food  was  cnt,  and  another  tenant  was  to  hold  the  towel 
which  he  leceiyed  from  the  steward  while  the  abbot 
waahed  his  hands.^ 

In  the  manor  of  Hartpniy  a  very  corioDS  rent  was 
reserred.  Walter  Fremon  held  there  siz  acres  of  land 
with  a  measoage,  and  rendered  annnally  on  the  feast  of 
SS.  Feter  and  Panl  one  sheep  of  the  valne  of  twelve 
pence  or  more,  with  twdye  pence  tied  roond  its  neck.'

1.  Liberi  tenentes  are  fireeholders,  those  who  hold  b^' 
a  free  service  as  opposed  to  a  base  or  nncertain  service. 

2.  Consuetudinarii  are  cnstomaiy  tenants,  or  those 
who  hold  lands  according  to  certain  cnstoros. 

3.  Lnndinarii  are  those  tenants  who  perform  certain 
services  on  the  Monday,  and  are  so  named  from  the 
French  word  Lundi.  They  may  in  fact  be  termed  Mon- 
day  men.  In  the  extent  of  Linkenholt '  William  Newe- 
mon  is  retumed  as  the  holder  of  a  lundinar  of  land,  and 
among  his  services  he  was  bound  to  mow  **  quolibet  die

though  they  were  both  held  by  copy  of  court  rolL  We 
are,  however,  still  in  ignorance  of  the  extent  of  alun- 
dinar  as  a  measure  of  land. 

4.  Tenentes  Honilond  are  those  tenants  who  render 
a  certain  quantity  of  honey  yearly  for  their  holdings. 

5.  Ferendelli  are  the  holders  of  a  &rdel  of  land. 
Spehnan  says,  upon  the  authority  of  an  old  MS.,  that  a 
fardel  of  land  Ib  the  quarter  of  a  Tirgate.  Ten  acres  of 
land  make  a  fardel,  and  four  fardels  make  a  Tirgate,  and 
fi)ur  virgates  make  a  hide,  and  four  hides  make  one 
knighfs  fee.  Or  the  fardel  may  be  the  fourth  part  of  an 
acre ;  but  this  it  is  apprehended  makes  the  quantity  too 
small,  for  in  the  Domesday  SuTTey  of  Somersetshire  we 
find  this  retum  "  Huic  manerio  pertinent  consuetudines 
"  istae  de  ferdingel  xxx.  den,  &C.,''  and  it  is  obTious  that 
a  quarter  of  an  acre  would  ncTer  haTe  yielded  so  large  a 
retum  as  thirty  pence.     Noy,  in  his  Compleat  Lawyer

The  term  is  osed  as  laie  as  tbe  reign  of 
qneen  EUxabetL  In  a  chanceiy  sait  bnmgfat  by  William 
Hamond  and  otfaerE,  eopvLolders  of  the  manor  of  Sher- 
bome  in  Torkshire,  again^  WiUiam  Hnngate,  loid  of  ibe 
xnanor,  for  relief  againsi  excefisive  fines  npon  deaths  and 
alienations,  and  to  esiablish  ancient  manorial  costom,  it 
is  i^atad  thai  part  of  the  manor  had  bem  firom  time 
immemorial  called  Pennyland  and  Ozgangland.* 

7.  Med. — I  know  neitb«r  the  extension  nor  the  mean- 
ingof  this  word. 

8.  Cotkndarii^  cotarii,  and  coterelli,  &o  named  firom 
holding  eotJands  or  cottages  with  land  attached,  are  said 
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to  be  servile  tenants,  and  according  to  Spelman  are  iden- 
tical ;  but  this  is  not  quite  correct.  The  cotarius  had  a 
free  Bocage  tenure,  and  paid  a  stated  &nn  or  rent  in  pro- 
visions  or  money,  with  some  occasional  customaiy  ser- 
vices  ;  whereas  the  coterellus  seems  to  have  held  in  mere 
villenage,  and  his  person,  issue,  and  goods  were  dis- 
posable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  lord.  See  Hale^s  Begister 
of  Worcester  Priory,  p.  xlvi.,  respecting  this  distinction, 
and  aJso  p.  Ivii,  where  are  mentioned  cotarii  belonging 
to  the  liberi  and  dwelling  on  their  lands. 

9.  Tenentes  Forlonde  are  moet  probably  tenants  of  the 
"  Utland  '*  of  the  manor.  The  Forlcmd  and  the  InUmd 
of  a  manor  would  seem  to  bear  the  same  relation  to  each 
other  as  the  boacus  foriniaecus  and  boacus  intrmsecus. 
The  Inla/nd  and  Uilomd  are  described  by  Lambarde  as 
the  demesne  of  the  lord,  and  the  land  of^the  tenants 
(Hale's  Domesday  of  St.  Paul^s,  p.  Ixxii.)  See  also  the 
Kegister  of  Worcester  Priory,  p.  xlvL 

10.  Akermanni,  or  akermen,  are  mentioned  in  the 
Gloucester  cartulary ;  but  there  is  no  means  of  ascertaining 
the  quality  of  their  tenure.  They  occur  also  in  the  St 
Paul's  Domesday  and  Worcester  Priory  Register,  and 
the  leamed  editor  of  those  volumes  seems  to  think  that 
they  are  on  the  same  level  as  to  service  with  the  cotarii. 
Wright  in  his  I^vincial  Dictionary  says  that  an  aker- 
man  is  a  husbandman,  but  this  definition  is  &r  too 
vague. 

A  few  words  here  with  regard  to  the  measures  of  land 
made  use  of  in  the  Gloucester  cartulary  will  not  be  out 
of  place.  I  am  not  going  to  define,  or  to  attempt  to 
define,  in  an  elaborate  manner  the  extent  of  the  hide,  the 
carucate,  the  virgate,  the  quarentena,  or  such  like,  for  the 
simple  reason  that  they  are  not  fixed  measures.  They  vary 
not  only  from  one  county  to  another,  but  also  in  the  same 
county ;  and,  moreover,  they  frequently  vary  in  difierent 
parishes  and  manors,  and  sometimes  in  the  same  manor,  so 
uncertain  was  the  area  which  they  comprized.     We  can 
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«mlf  deal  with  tliein  acconling  to  tbe  docnmffntaTy  evi- 
befove  ns ;  if  an  extent  or  sarf ej  of  an j  particnlar 
Jo  noi  tell  us  how  manv  acreA  the  Tirgate  eon- 
laim,  we  have  no  ri^bt  to  lay  down  any  fmcifal  mles, 
eren  from  tbemftnor  immediately  adjacent.  Sach  a  pro- 
ceedii^  ia  botb  TB^h  and  nnjnstifiable,  and  it  is  a  rock 
npon  wbicb  some  of  tbe  commentatcn  on  Domeaday 
haTe  bopdeaslj-  wrecked  tbeir  little  bark.  HKwe  wbo 
are  interesied  in  the  ancieni  me2.saTes  of  land  osed  in 
Ei^and  will  find  some  rery  nsefol  and  pertineni 
fcmarks  m  tbe  sobject  in  tbe  Domesdaj  of  Nortbamp- 
toDshire,  extended  and  translated  bj  Mr.  Stoart  A. 
Moore,  a  book  wbicb  reflectn  great  credii  on  its  editor 
fer  baTing  so  carefally  inTestigated  tbis  important 
qpesdotL 

The  seTend  Tirgates  mentioned  in  tbe  cartabuj  before 
V  are  foond  to  diSer  considerahl j  ;  tbos  in  tbe  ezteni 
of  the  manors  of  Clifford,  Bodande,  Gntinge,  and  Hjne* 
tone  ^  tbe  Tirgate  is  someiimes  48  acres,  sometimes  40, 
sometimes  38,  sometimea  3G,  and  sometimes  28.  In  tbe 
manor  of  Hjnetone  foar  Tirgates  are  said  to  make  one 
bide,  each  Tirgate  containing  40  acres.  And  so  tbroogb- 
ooi  tbe  book  all  tbese  measores  will  be  foand  to  Tarj.

AI>boi  Gamages  gaTC  to  the  high  altar  of  ibe 
teij  alarge  gilt  cbaliee;  a)so  an  irorj  image  of  ihe 
Blened  Yirgin,  and  a  glaas  Tesael  witb  a  silTO'  fooi  for 
hoidii^  relics;  ako  a  precioas  ''colciira;"  aLso  tbree 
emhroidered  Tcsimentsy  witb  as  manj  chasables;  also 
a  cope  of  baodkin,  and  an  embroidere^l  copa  Edward 
IIL  gaTC  to  St.  Peter  s,  as  a  tbank  offering  for  deliTerj 
6om  sbipwreck,  a  sbip^  of  gold.     Edward  tbe  Had^ 
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Prince  gave  a  gold  cross  of  great  valae,  containmg  a 
piece  of  the  true  cross ;  and  a  necklace  with  a  ruby  was 
given  by  the  Queen  of  Scotland.  Queen  Philippa  also 
gave  a  heart  and  ear  of  gold.  Abbot  Horton  gave  four 
silver  basons  for  the  use  of  the  high  altar,  namely,  two 
large  ones  for  the  abbot,  and  two  small  ones  for  the 
priest  celebrating  there  ;  also  two  silver  candlesticks  for 
the  same  altar,  and  a  gold  chalice ;  also  a  silver  vessel 
for  the  holy  water,  with  a  silver  sprinkler  ;  also  a  silver 
cross  gilt,  to  place  on  the  altar  while  the  abbot  cele- 
brated ;  also  a  silver  pastoral  staff.  Two  sets  of  vest- 
ments  of  red  and  white  cloth  worked  with  gold  were 
also  purchased  during  Horton's  abbacy.  His  anniversary 
was  directed  to  be  solemnly  commemorated  year  by  year 
with  the  office  for  the  dead,  as  was  usual  for  abbots, 
and  the  mass  for  him  was  to  be  celebrated  in  the  vest- 
ments  of  red  velvet  worked  with  gold  moons  and  stars 
which  he  had  himself  provided,  and  the  "  tabula  desuper 
"  altare,"  (the  reredos)  with  the  images  which  he  had 
caused  to  be  constructed  were  to  be  covered  up.

The  following  document  relative  to  the  placing  of  chimes 
in  the  tower  of  the  monastery  is  interesting.  It  is 
taken  from  MaJverne's  Begister  : —

JermMJUm  in  tfae  erening:  To  thoae  ecrlfsiasrical 
mnsicians  wfao  fasTe  faappily  snooeeded  in  lestoriDg  the 
hymnody  of  tfae  Cfaorch  of  England  to  its  andent 
giandear  and  simplicity  these  tnnes  will  be  no  stiangeiaL 
Thcy  wiil  be  £mnd  both  in  ancieni  and  modem  mnsical 
nosation  in  Helmoie  s  "  Hymnal  noted*'

The  foUowing  extract  from  a  letter  of  Gilbert  Foliot, 
abbot  of  Gloucester,  to  Robert,  bishop  of  Hereford,  gives 
us  an  outline  of  the  will  of  Gunni  de  Stantuna,  a  bene- 
factor  to  the  church  of  Hereford,  as  well  as  that  of 
Gloucester :  "  Notum  praeterea  sanctitati  vestraB  faci- 
"  mus,  quia  clericus  vester  Gunni  de  Stantuna,  in 
"  novissimis  agens,  a  vobis,  ut  patre  et  pastore  anirasB

The  short  chronide  printed  in  VoL  I.  gives  ns  many 
iliustrataons  of  the  ardiitectural  history  of  the  abbey, 
aod  firom  it  we  leam  ihe  exact  period  at  which  the  prin- 
cipal  parts  of  the  building  were  called  into  existCTca 
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It  is  not  one  of  the  least  iniereating  featores  of  this 
history  that  the  old  abbey  church,  now  the  cathedral  of 
the  see  of  Glouceater,  still  remaJna  in  its  integrity,  with 
cloister  and  chapter-house,  io  testify  to  the  zeal,  the 
piety,  and  the  skill  of  the  tnonks,  who  though  now  lying 
dead,  but  not  forgotten,  in  the  abbey  churchyard,  yet 
live  intheir  work»  in  this  case  literally  the  work  of  their 
own  hands,  the  noble  and  splendid  edifioe  in  which  all 
the  glories  of  Gothic  architecture  are  crowded  together 
in  one  magnificent  triumph  of  the  builders'  art.  May 
it  be  that  these  workers  in  stone,  who  reared  and  who 
worshipped  in  this  material  edifice,  are  now  dweUing  in 
the  brightness  of  celestial  bliss,  in  a  tabemacle  not  made 
with  hands,  etemal  in  the  heavens,  a  house  which  ahall 
endure  for  ever. 

In  the  year  1860,  when  the  ArchsBoiogical  Inatitute 
visited  Gloucester,  the  cathedral  was  carefully  ezamined 
and  described  by  Professor  Willis,  and  I  cannot  do  better 
than  refer  my  readers  to  the  report  of  the  leamed  Pro** 
fessor^s  remarks  printed  in  the  '^  Gentleman^s  Magazine  " 
for  September  1860  (page  270).  The  building  combinea 
beautiful  examples  of  Aorman,  Early  English,  Deoorated, 
and  Perpendicular  work,  and  the  general  character  which 
it  presents  is  that  of  a  Norman  cathedral  completenearly 
from  one  end  to  the  other,  but  subjected  to  varioua 
alterationa  in  consequence  of  repairs  and  &ult8  of  eon- 
straction.  Two  or  three  points  of  special  architectural 
interest  may  be  noticed  here,  of  which  perhaps  the  most 
striking  is  the  statement  that  the  vault  of  the  nave  wafl 
Gompleted  by  the  monks  themselves,  or  as  the  chronicle 
says  in  simple  words,  '^Et  anno  Domini  milieaimo 
"  ducentesimo  quadragesimo  secundo  completa  est  nova 
**  volta  in  navi  eccIesieB,  non  auxilio  fabrorum  ut 
"  primo,  sed  animosa  virtute  monachomm  item  in  ipso 
"  loco  existentium."  ^

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Tbe  PerpendicQlar  Btyle  is  sappofied  by  Profenor 
Willis  io  have  received  its  first  devdopmeQt  iti  oor 
abbey  chnrclL  The  earliest  specimeii  in  which  the 
style  is  oomplete  is  tbe  great  west  window  of  Winchester, 
boilt  in  1350  or  1360.  Bnt  at  Gloncester  we  have  a 
Perpendicnlar  design  esBentially  the  same,  bnt  of  an 
eaiiier  date.  It  is  in  the  sonth  transept,  which  we  are 
told  hy  oar  chronicle  was  recased  doring  the  abbaey  of 
Wigmore  (JLD.  1329-1337).  This  recasing  or  pannelling 
haa  mnch  of  Perpendicnlar  diaracter,  bnt  it  is  wanting 
in  one  diief  diancteristic  of  that  style,  inasmnch  as  the 
mnllions  are  not  carried  straight  np  to  the  head  of  the 
ardi,  bnt  branch  off  into  arches  before  reaching  it 
Althongh  the  style  is  not  fnlly  developed,  yet  the  change 
from  Becorated  is  most  conspicaons ;  it  is  nndonbtedly 
the  stej^ing-stone  to  that  complete  development  which 
is  shown  in  other  parts  of  tbe  bnilding.  To  nse  Profe^or 
Willis  s  own  words,  "  It  mnst  have  began  somewhere ; 
"  in  some  place  the  mnllion  mnst  have  been  carried  np 
''  br  the  first  time  ;  and  he  knew  no  place  so  likely  as 
"  Olonoester  to  have  prodnced  the  change  of  style/' 

FinaUy,  the  doisters,  which  may  jostly  be  styled  one 
of  the  wonders  of  this  country,  present  to  ns  an  exqnisite 
ezample  of  fim-vanlting,  an  architectnral  featnre  pecnliar 
to  England,  and  of  which  Englaod  may  well  be  prond. 
Tbese  dojsters  were  commenced  in  the  time  of  abbot 
Horton,  and  carried  on  to  the  door  of  the  chapter-honse ; 
bfot  the  work  was  taken  np  and  completed  by  abbot 
Frocester. 

The  bnilding  has  recently  nndergone  considerable  re- 
pair  and  restorationy  which  have  been  carried  ont  well 
and  diBCveetly,  and  St.  AndieVs  chapel  is  now  being 
decorated  by  the  skilfol  hand  of  Mr.  Gambier  Pany  in 
snch  a  way  as  to  leave  notbing  to  be  desired.  Let  ns 
hope  that  the  gorgeons  omamentation  which  is  thns  in- 
trodnced  may  not  stop  at  St  Andrew^s  chapel,  bnt  be 
extended  to  other  parts  of  the  cathedral,  and  particnlarly

us  hope  that  when  the  outer  case  as  it  were  has  received 
its  adommentSy  tbere  may  be  restored  that  which  the 
building  can  th^n  fitly  enshrine,  namely,  the  magnificent 
iknd  expressive  ritual  which  our  motherthe  Church  of 
England  has  for  her  undoubted  heritage,  a  ritual  which 
is  from  Heaven  because  it  speaks,  feebly  it  may  be,  but 
none  the  less  truly,  of  that  Golden  City,  the  Holy  Jeru- 
salem,  bright  as  a  jasper  stone,  dear  as  crystal,  where 
there  is  no  night,  because  the  throne  of  Qod  rests  there 
for  ever  and  ever.

They  were  a  middle  sort  of 
tenants,  between  eervile  and  free, 
or  such  as  held  their  freedom  of 
tenure  under  condition  of  such 
works  and  services.  They  were 
sold,  given,  and  exchanged  like 
serfs;  instances  of  which  may  be 
adduced  from  various  sources. 

The  Cartulaire  de  VAbbaye  de 
Saint  Pere  de  Chartres,  pub- 
lished  bj  the  French  Govemment 
in  1840,  supplies  several  examples. 
By  a  charter  dated  about  1080 
earl  Tedbaldus  gives  to  the  abbey 
certain  coliberts^  whom  he  de- 
scribes  as  "quosdam  servos  mei 
"  juris,  natos  ex  servis  meis  an- 
"  cillisque  Sancti  Petri  Camo- 
**  tensis,  cum  uno  servo  meo 
**  libero."  By  another  charter, 
dated  about  1070,  other  coliberts, 
with  their  cousin  and  his  wife 
and  children,  were  granted  to  the 
abbey.      About  the    same    time 


Hugo,  named  Brustans  Salioem, 
gave  to  the  abbey  a  colibertOy 
together  with  a  fourth  part  of 
the  chnrch  and  vill  of  Guiri, 
and  other  property.  Between 
1089  and  1101  Frederic  givesto 
the  abbej  his  eoUbert^  named 
Bobert,  and  his  sister  Erembnrg, 
that  they  may  be  coliberti  of  the 
abbey.  In  tiie  year  1061  Hugo 
grants  his  eolibert^  Letaldus,  with 
his  wife,  his  brother,  and  their 
chUdren,  on  condition  ihat  they 
should  remain  free  in  the  service 
of  the  abbey,  By  another  char- 
ter  (1013-1033)  a  colibert  of  the 
abbey,  named  Vivian,  and  hia 
wife,  who  had  killed  a  ser^  were 
given,  together  with  their  money, 
by  the  abbey  to  William,  a  knight, 
the  serPs  lord,  in  order  that  their 
lives  might  be  spared ;  but  their 
sons  were  retained  to  the  use  of 
the  abbey,  while  those  who  should 
be  bom  afterwards  would  be 
serfs,  and  belong  to  William. 

There  is  in  Histoire  des  Races 
Maudites  de  laFrance  et  de  VEs-» 
pagncy  by  Francisque  Michel,  voL 
U.  p.  1  (1847),  an  interesting 
account  of  the  colliberts,  The 
foUowing  abstract  is  given  by  A. 
Cheruel  in  his  Dietionnaire  His- 
torique  des  InstitutionSy  MoeurSy 
et  Coutumes  de  la  France  (Paris, 
1855,  voL  I.  p.  173)  :— 

"  Colliberts.  The  word  coUi- 
"  bert  has  been  understood  in

The  construction  of  the  word 
causes  me  to  incline  to  this  latter 
view,  though  I  am  still  at  fault 
as  to  the  exact  atgnification  of 
performing  a  wivenewedding.  The
